AN IMPORTANT PAPER. 

One of the most effective documents 
ever issued on the subject of secrecy in 
Pennsylvania was recently presented to the 
Convention of Baptist Churches at Scranton. 
The convention sat in the church of Mr. 
Hellings, who aroused an opposition to this 
searching paper, but too late, for already’ 
several hundred eopies were in circulation 
among members of the Convention and 
citizens of the town, The following is a 
сору: 

TO THE STATE BAPTIST CONVENTION OF 
PENNSYLVANIA, 
Beloved in Christ : 

Foriy and more years ago Freemasons 
murdered а таап for disclosing the secrets 
of Masonry, and the fraternity at large pro- 
tected the murderers, by stopping the 
action of law and defying outraged justice. 
A great excitement of the public mind re- 
sulted in the demonstmtion of these propo- 
sitions, viz : | 

ist. Freemasonry is opposed to eivil 
liberty in a land where opinion and speech 
are free, and no good citizen of the United 
States can he a good citizen of a secret 
Masonic government, 

2d. Freemasonry is anti-Christ; п sys- 
tem which leads directly to infidelity ; an 
institution which professes to draw lessons 
of morality from a square, plumb and 
gavel; and as every man worships the 
being or thing which makes him holy and 
upright, it follows that Freemasonry is a 
system of idol worship. 

3d. ‘The ceremonies of Masonry nre Mas] 
phemous: (a) Because they require men to| 
pray and perform other religious services 
who do not love God; (b) Because they 
give tomen titles which helong to God 
alone, as "I am that 1 am” “ High 
Priest,” “ Grand High Priest,” etc.

The East Des Moines Conference at Col- 
umbia City, lowa, Bishop Dickson presid- 
ing, adopted the following report: 

SECRET SOCIETIES, 

We hold that the world, in its spirit or 
institutions, should not he permitted to dic- 
tate to the Christian minister what he should ° 
say or do, Especially is this the ease in re- 
gard to the institution of Freemasonry, and 
other kindred oath-bound secret societies ;

FREEMASONRY FORTY YEARS AGO. 


Masonio Bonevolonoe and Christian 
Benovolenco Compared. 
[From the Vermont Luminary, 1829, ] 


The benevolence of Christianity is uni- 
versal and impartial In its own native 
spirit it extends beyond the bounds of its 
particular elhurches and societies, — It ex- 
tends n helping hand to the distress 
ed of all deseriptions, it feels for the sor- 
rows of the afilicted ла all situatious; and 
imparts the knowledge of heavenly mer- 
cy to all that will heur and learn of God. 
ft asks no ouths, deals in no secrets, ex- 
clndes no sex, performs no mork resem- 
Мапсеѕ, and calls to its assistance no literal 
sword. “I ye love them which love you, 
what reward have ye?" Evidently none. 
You but pay the deus of love which you 
owe. 

The Mason boasts of his benevolence. 
Whom does he help? А poor unfortunute 
brother Mason, a brother Masun's widow. 
But hurk! who proposes the question: Do 
not even the publicans the same? Masons, 
iu doing this, you do no more than those 
ancient misers, the publirans, would do. 
You help your own, and they help their 
own. 

“Tf you salute your brother only, what 
do ye more than others?” What society in 
harmony witb itself, does not sulute its 
brethren? Not only all societies which the 
laws of апу country permit, and to which 
they often graut acts of corporation ; Init 
even those not authorized or conntenanced 
by law, may be supposed ia many enses to 
live up to this гше. Shonld we think it 
strange if a horde of robbers, or combination’ 
of thieves, should strictly live up to this. 
rule? ‘The old proverb, tut there is honor: 
among thieves, was not тије out of noth- 
ing. Ме should not he surprised to learn, 
that а banditti of the most crnel and fero- 
cious kind shonld adaiiaister to their own 
members oaths of fidehty and егеу ; that 
they should punish in an exemplary manner, 
by the force of their own peculiar laws, 
every tranígessor whom they could cati li, 
They would set aside the laws of their 
country, but would be stri t to obs their 
own. lf Masons feel under oblistion to 
obey their own laws in violation of the laws 
of the country in which they live, what do 
they more or less, than u combiation of 
thieves or robbers? — It is hoped that ull 
youd Masons will think seriously af these 
йс» and compare, and see whether they 
be in the Christian practice or not. 

That Masonry should afford to some of its 
members peculiar privileges, is uo sure sign 
that it possesses trae Cluistian benevolence. 
We dispute not that Mason signs have 
sayed the lives of individuals who have fall- 
en into the hauds of their foes; b 
they were thereby kuown to be Masonic 
brethren. But when we соте to this sort 
uf benevolence, Jet us look nt the principle. 
Tf the victim ean be reasonably saved, wonld 
it not be a violation of every good, moral 
principle to kill him? Again, why shonld 
the Masoa (perhaps a wicked nian) claim his 
life from the hand of a foe, when his fellow- 
suficrer, n righteons man, must be slain for 
want of Masonry?

That the above is not the real motive of 
the meeting is plain, becanse a fair propor 
tion of the delegates to the Council at 
Oberlin, are men referred to by Judge 
Woodbvre Davis awhile Wefore his death | 
in the '' Congregationalist,"' as men whose 
'pulpits make no secret of denying the 
Atonement' Henry Ward Beecher isa 
prominent delegate, aud he has strieken 
the article against Universntism out of his 
elurch creed, which creed was diluted 
enough before. Will heretics and men of 
no beliet '' foster unity of doctrine * 

Twenty years ago, “the substantial 
unity " of Cougregutionnl Churches was en- 
dangered by worldhng leaders in the East, 
who hated the reform efforts in the West; 
and '* The Albany Council “ was enlled ©'{о 
express and foster" that endimgered nuity. 
And only six years ago (1865) the Grent 
Boston Council, with scenic, solemn parade, 
re-afirmed American Congregational unity 


of doctrine over the graves on Burial Fül 
To сай an Oberlin Council, now, to '' tos- 
ter and express" Congregational unity no- 
where endangered, except by seeret soci- 
eties, would be weakness und folly. 

What then has called this Oberlin meet- 
ing? FT answer, I cannot read (God alone 
enn) the hearts of the eallers. But the ef 
feet of the Olerlin meeting, if successful, 
will be just this: "To suppress the Anti- 
masonic reform, by condemning Masonry 
in words and protecting it in practice.’

Professors, all over New 
England, were in slave-holders families in 
the South, living and drawing high saluries 
from the slave's nnpaid toil; апа nngodly 
men, manufacturers aud others, in all the 
churches, belonged to their wnseriptural 
“í societies," and had a vote on the pastor 
and his salary. 

‘The Boston meeting did this: They 
formed апе association for "the elevation 
aud improvement of the colored rave," 
chose Prof. Andrews their General Secre- 
tary, and sent him straight out of this 
country, where we had three million and п 
half of negro slaves, into the West Indies 
to find uegroes to elevate!

No Holiness with Masonry. 

How many Christiaos, if they would only 
speak, might tell of struggles similar to 
those described in the following letter! In 
ево individual contests with the powers 
of darkness the camity ef the єрїгї of Ma- 
sonry to the Holy Spirit ef God is most 
truly seen. 

The latter was written by a lirother pas- 
tor to Bro, W. Post, to whom we aro in- 
debted for it, 

Sept. 10, 1871. 
. My Dear Bro. Post: 

You must excuse my 
delay. I have been sick. I understand 
you to promise that my name and address 
shall be concenled. I know enough about 
Freemasonry to be assured that danger 
lurks around the path of him whois known 
to throw aside its assumed obligations. 

My thoughts respecting Freemasosry, on 
becoming acquainted with it ns ап existing 
institution, were that it was somewhat con- 
venient to belong to a fraternity the mem- 
bers of which were numerous, and sesttered 
over Ше glube, so ns to he met with almost 
everywhere; to betin possession of secret 
signs by which I might mske mysclf known 
to otber Masons, who, tbough strongers, 
would be under obligation to aid те ac- 
cording to my need, 

Gn being sent to serve the charge at 
К. n I learucd there was a Masonic 
lodge, and felt some little desire to become 
one of its members. I had understood, 
however, thnt no one was ever solivit:d to 
join them, and was much surprised to re- 
ceive st least an indirect iuvitation to be- 
come a Mason I complied. Gn the even- 
isg on which I was to beinitiated, being led 
into an ante-room for preparation, I was 
much struck with the evident nervousness 
of tbose who were preparing me, Their 
voices and hands trembled in s maaner I 
could not but notice. It caused some very 
unpleasant surmises to pass tbrough my 
mind. Entering and receiving the fearful 
*' obligation,” I no loager wondered that the 
thought of administering such horrid oatha 
toa minister of Jesus should make them 
tremble. I felt as if caught in a net. 
Could it be possible I bad tsken such 


oaths? (0 secms yet like a dream. I re- 
member how tbe utterances almost 
choked me. 


Thus { was made a Mason; aad I felt 
that in becoming one I bad compromised 
my Christian character. The step once 
taken, it was difficult to withdraw, and so, 
like thousands who would wish to witb- 
draw, I yielded in view of the difficulties, 
and taking the two following degrees, be- 
come a Master Mason. 

І soon found the fraternity had not a 
very profound regard for those moral prin- 
ciples to which my attention was so distinct- 
ly colled at the time of my invitation, and 
not unfrequently did I find myself at a 
Masonic gathering whieh proved at length а 
bacchanalian feast. How often I have 
hlushed tothink tbat, аз a Christian minis- 
ter, I was thus associated witb men of dis- 
sipsted habits, 1 would have been glad to 
find a good occasion for withdrawing my- 
self, but none occurred. I sought ease, 
however, in absenting myself from the 
lodge. 

Shortly after, I moved to another 
charge, where I sew an amount of work to 
be done that truly terrified me, As I 
gazed upon the indifference, worldliness and 
formnlism of the church, and considered 
what would be necessary in order to nrouse 
and save the people, I often cried out, in 
the agony of my soul, “ Who is sufficient 
for these things!” I finally reached the 


leonclusion that tbe entire sanctification of 


my soul alone would fit me for the work 
before me. 

Аа I sought this blessing, those things 
which were of doubtful character, and of 
which I had been, as it were, semi-con- 
scious, rose before me in immense propor- 
tions They stood between me and {Ье 
blessing I sought, and I must sacrifice them 
or never chtain it. Prominent among these 
obstacles was the fact that I was a Mason. 
The clearness with which the Spiri pointed 
out Masonry as an obstacle to my sanctifica- 
tion was wonderful. There were offered 
me,in my new charge, peculiar induce- 
ments for being an active Mason; bnt the 
Spirit demnnded that I should sacrifice 


them. I theught of men who professed 
holiness whe were Masona, hut it mattered 
net, the Spirit held me to this, nnd sus- 
pended the blessisg upon my conduct at 
this point. If my consceration did not 
eovor the Masonry question, it was rejeet- 
ed; I, at least, must renounce Masonry if] 
obtained sanctification. 

The particular form in which this matter 
was presented to my mind by the Spirit 
was this: If, аз а Mason, E accept, аз the 
peaalty of nuy disclosure, a horrible death, 
which is to bo inflicted ћу Musons, if at all, 
then do I aut, in becoming n Mason, taks 
osth of my readiness to inflict such horrible 
death upon any ene disclosing the secrets 
of Masonryi If I did net, then no ono 
does it, and the obligation rests uowhero, 
and the whole affair isa fame, If it rests 
on the whole fraternity, it rests од coch 
member of it. Then it rested en me, I 
new dntermiaed te hnve nothing further to 
de with a body bound together by sucb 
murderous obligatione, and hnying promised 
my Saviour never again to enter the lodge, 
I soon reacived the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, v 

This is, in brief, the history of my eon- 
nectioa witli the order. I have presested 
this matter to othcr Masoas as the Spirit 
presented it to me, aod tho reault has been 
to cause at least one other minister of Jesus 
to take a like step—give up the order, 

I am sorry I bave not liad time руе 
you а того elaborate account, aad that this 
has been so long delayed, but it hns been 
unavoidable, Wishing you success in yeur 
efforts against this iniquitous system, 1 am

THE OBERLIN COUNCIL. 


By this time the respected brethren 
at Oberlin, who communed with Free- 
masons hefore this nation in a *' Union 
Communion Service,” ean coolly look 
over their course and see whether we or 
they are in the mist. Our objections 
are succinctly these: That they com- 
muned with those Freemasons 1х THE 
Minst OF THIS pIscosstos, more than 
three years after the issue, FaEEMASON- 
RY Craistianity, was made at 
Pittsburgh; thnt it was '' a Union Com. 
munion Service," that is, a communion 
of all evangelical Christians, and they 
thns took Masons, and, at least, one 
lodge officer, into that league or circle 
of evangelical churcbes, right in the 
eburch which, after six montlis discus- 
sion, had voted Fremasonry a disquali- 
fication for fellowship in that churcb 
where they sat; and that they did. tbis 
with«ut one word or note or utterance 
of remonstrance, Prof. Finney giving 
his sanetion to the Council by prayer 
and remarks, and to that communion 
with Freemasons by assisting in the ad- 
ministmtion of it! 

Those respected brethren knew that 
many of us looked with dread on tbat 
Council — called officially by a Masonic 
chaplain — as stimulating, if not called 
for tbe very purpose, so far as its first 
promoters were concerned, of eounter- 
acting the endeavor to cast Freemasonry 
out of the churcb, hy giving it honor- 
able membership and virtual control in 
а body endorsed and covered by the 
reputation of Oherlin for reform and of 
Mr Finney for piety! Апа, to make 
the blow more terrible, George Tbomp- 
son of Michignn, presented a resolu- 
tion on sceret societies to their business 
committee, which was suppressed, and 
no appeal taken to the body and not 
one word uttered! If we are in error 
may God forgive and enlighten us 
But if that Oberlin Conneil did not, 
with the silent acquiescence and aetive 
covperation of our friends, build up 
Freemasonry with one hand, and crush 
and strangle opposition to receiving it 
to church fellowship witb the other, 
then we are utterly ineapable of judg 
ing, in the plainest cases, of moral 
canses and their effects, And аз that 
body represeuted Puritan Christianity 
in this country, which is precisely that 
from which the lodge had most to fear, 
surely no mecting or action or device 
could have been invented {о give the 
lodge a more effectual support.

But he was 
Ahab’s and Jezebel's prime minister, 
and what would thosc monarelis have 
done to him bad he openly helped Et- 
jnb kill the prophets of Jezebel and de- 
stroy her spurious worshipers? Killed 
him, of course, 

When the Saviour met men who se. 
eretly favored his cause, he treated 
them kindly, and sometimes, by a prac- 
tical test, revealed to them their supe- 
rior love of the world to truth. But 
when he met a man of the Obadiah or 
Joseph of Arimathea stamp, who 
blocked and resisted his cause when 
they saw they must forsake the world 
or leave him, his denunciations were 
fearful.

who have often less actual control 
there than a second or third clerk in а 
large mercantile establishment, to com.

True, it were well it no 
minister of Christ ever got into п pluce 
which he must lose hy advocating the 
truth, But they doso, and if good aud 
Christlike meu, they still. deserve. und 
should have the patience and prayers 
of their sterner brethren, But when 


Where public feeling is favorable to 
Masonry they tend to strengthen it; 
where itis adverse they offer a bold 
challenge of investigation, which our 
enemies are usually slow to answer and 
we do not fear to provoke. Especially 
1з this true in referenee to ladies attend. 
ing such celebrations. Debarred as 
they are from any admission to Masonry, 
or to anything which Masonry acknowl- 
edges as belonging to, itself except its 
eharity nnd love, they can, by witness- 
ing these public ceremonies, be con- 
vinced ol the purity of our ‘teaching, 
for it would be a baseness almost. inde- 
seribahle to speak such language in 
publie and before them as we do in 
these services and a different tongue in 
our private assemblies.

From the Vermont Phoenix, 

For the information of the Windham 
Connty An y, and in ac 
cordance with the measures adopted at 
Fayetteville in September Inst, it is 
thought proper to state that atn recent 
election for officers of the village of Brat- 
tleboro, the members of the society re- 
siding in the village decided to prese 
an Antimasonie ticket. 

A charaeteristic attempt was made by 

the opposite party, at the outset, to 
prevent the use of the ballot, wright se- 
cured to every voter by the laws of the 
state, and without which there can be 
wo free or voluntary elections, ог secu- 
rity for personal liberty, In this at- 
tempt of the opposite party to sup- 
press the use of the ballot, they were 
animated by а confidence, not to sny 
arroganee, arising from the long absence 
»fany opposition to their sway, nud 
from their familiarity with the sı 
fringement of law. 
Not only are the laws of the st«te 
ayainst Masonry violated, but, under 
Masonie rule, the charter of. the village 
had nlso leen virtually ignored, by an 
attempt of the oll Board of Bnilifis to 
nrquire more property thun the terms 
of the vhnrter allawed; a course of pro- 
cerding which, however it may end,nnist 
tend to forestall the free aetion of the 
people of the village in the case. 

The final result, however, of the 
election was as follows: One of the reg- 
ulnr Antimasonie nominees was elected, 
and out of nine persons chosen for aftive 
five only were elected by ballet, and 
four were not Masons. 

But, in addition ta these facts, it 
mnst be stated that thongh there were a 
large unmber of the villagers present, 
yet not one half the votes of the village 
were cast. The vote of the Mnsonic 
party grew less nnd. less: nt ench suc- 
cessive balluting. Beginning with 207 
votes, their list regular vote cast ended 
at 122. The test vi the ballot applied 
to Masonic inanngement was evidently 
getting to be rather uncomfortable, un: 
til finally that party broke over the bal- 
lot—broke through all restraint, aud 
curried things by the force of numbers, 
or rather hy n for the strength of 
the purty dues uot evidently le in their 
numbers, but in something else far less 
ereditable to them as republican’ citi 
zens 

The presiding officer of the meeting

buried, was opened in November, 1868, 
And now the Children's church at Fara- 
vohitrn has nlso been completed and set 
apart for worship. The Faravohitra 
church is built in a commanding posi- 
tion at the worth. end of the capital, 
and from the height and solidity of its 
walls, is a striking object. On its site 
in February, 1849, four Chrstinn no- 
bles, including a lady, were burut alive; 
and the bodies of fourteen others, who 
had been thrown over the lofty preci 
pice, were also consumed. In digging 
tbe fonndations of the church the char- 
eoal and ashes which hnd remained 
from the fire were laid bare, and the first 
stone of the chureb was laid under 
the very spot where the stake was 
planted. It has taken three years to 
erect the building, and it was opeued 
in Septeniber Inst.

erties of the baneful анак, 'Fhnt the 
ancient Persians regarded it as а poison 
ts evident from the words that Xenophon 
ropresents his youthful hero, Cyrus, as 
uttering. Че incident. will be remem- 
bered by all Greek students who hnve 
read Xenophoa's " Cyropedia," Cyrus 
undertook to hund the wine-cup to his 
grandfather, Astyages, more dextrously 
than the eup-bearer, when the king 
jocosely asked why he didn't taste the 
Wine, a» it was customary for the cup- 
bearer to do, The youth replied, 
* Because he feared thnt poison hnd 
been mingled in the cup, for at the en- 
tertaiument he had given liis frienus on 
his hirthday he plninly saw that poison 
was poured in the cup." The aston- 
ished Astyages inquired how he knew 
that. He replied that tbey had become 
deceived in both mind and body. Пе 
said, *' Those thiugs which you do not 
let us boys do, you do yourselees, You 
all ery out together, aud can learn 
nothing from euch other, you sing 
ridiculously, and although yon don't 
hear him that sings, yet you swear that 
he sings admirubly. — Euch one talking 
of his strength, when he wonld rise to. 
dance, not only fails to do so aevording 
to rule, hut cannot even stamt erect! 
You forget yourzelves — yon, that you 
are king, and the rest that you are 
their ruler. I learned, indeed, then,

God is its author, nnd is He a 
sectarian being? Certainly He who is 
the grent Head of the Cburcb con be 
trusted to speak to the children of the 
Cburch, The fact is, His blessed word 
is the great natural safeguard against 
sectarianism; and the very best means 
for preserving ebildren and youth from 
it is to fill thetr minds with the Bible.

| rection, right er wrong. So it seems 
| that to be safe from sects we must shut 
up our sehoel-houses and write ever 
| their doors, *' No admittance,” and pro- 
claim throughout the land that ° Igno- 
rance is the motber of devotion!” 

But to keep out of sight this natural 
aim of this outery agatnst the Bible in 
ourschools aud get a sbow of reason 
for it, some have asserted that the com- 
mon, or Protestant Bible, does not give 
God's word truly, or is not “correct and 
proper translation of tke original.

our government the following Constitu- 
Чоп: 

1. Tbe name of tbis associntion shali 
he known as the Livingston County 
Anti-Secret Society, Auxiliary to the 
National Christian Association Opposed 
to Secret Societies. 

2. Its ohjects shall be to enligbten 
our fellow-citizens in regard to the na- 
ture, movements and desiyns of exist- 
ing secret orders, especially tbe parent 
of the entire family, called Masonry, by 
obtaining and’virculating reliable infor- 
mation with regard to the orders, und 
particulars bere specified, thereby ena- 
bling the loyal community to offer in- 
telligent opposition to such orders and) 
to their movements. 

3. Tbe officers of this associution 
shnll be a President and Vice-president, 
for eacb township in the county, a Sec- 
retory, Corresponding Secretary and 
Treasurer. These officers shall he the 
Executive Committee of the associa- 
Чоп, and shall be appointed by the as- 
sociation for one year, but sball hold 
their oflices till tbeir successors ure up- 
pointed; provided, however, that wben 
it is not convenient to bring all these of- 
ficers together, the President, one Vice- 
president and the Corresponding Secre- 
tary shall he a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business in the intervals of the 
meetings of the association, and if nec- 
essary, communication cau bo had with 
the otber officem througb the Corre-| 
sponding Secretary. 

4. Tbe society shall meet half yearly 
at such time and place as shall have 
been specified by the previous meeting 
of the society; provided, bowever, that 
the Executive Committee shall bave 
power to call a mecting of the society 
when thougbt necessary, 

5. Апу опо may become a member 
of thia ussociation by signing the Con- 
stitution.

‘They fell on, their knees, and 
the influence spread throughout the 
whole room, I had not spoken a word, 
and the noise of the looms would have 
prevented my being heard if І had. In 
а few minutes all work was abandoned, 
and tenrs and lameutations filled the 
room. At this moment the: owner of 
the factory, who was himself an uncon- 
verted man, came in, accompanied, I 
helieve, hy the superintendent, who 
was a professed Christian. When the 
owner saw the atate of things, he said 
to the superintendent, '' Stop the mill,” 
What he saw seemed to pierce him to 
the heart. '‘1tis more important,” be 
hurriedly remarked, '' that these souls 
should be saved than that this mill 
sbould run.” As soon as the noise of 
the machinery had ceased, the owner 
inquired, *' What shall we do? We 
mušt have a place to meet, where we 
van receive instruction.” The superin- 
teadent replied, "The ташетоош will 
do.” The mules were run up out of 
the way, and all of the hands were no- 


no definite action has been taken to 
lil théin, еу, аге practically dead, 
and have heen'so, fur several years. 
The younger and secret frateraities of 
Yale haye usurped the time and iuter- 
est which was once so freely lavished 
upon these venerable institutions.” 

There is a modern college tradition 
that John Quincy Adams and Edward

trees and sucked out their life; as the 
lodges are doing to our courts, churches, 
towns, counties aud legislatures. For 
who cannot see that tbe brick hall be- 
hind tbe Court-honse, is drawing force 
and power of that Court-house into 
itself, lenving it sickly as a decayed 
tree. 

Our colleges and college societies ure 
the well-springs and fountains of na- 
tional thought and .eharacter,. and by 
these seeret orgies and tites of initiation, 
Satan is poisoning our wells, an urt 
and method of warfare uuiting the 
skill of civilized, with the disposition of

In presenting the following statement 
of facts, I heg leave to observe that I 
have no other exeuse to muke for the 
part 1 took in this foul transaction than 
thnt I was a Royal Arch Mason, und 
did at that time consider my Masonic 
obligations binding upon my vonscience į 
and now, since these obligatioas are be- 
fore the public, I um willing to abide 
by their decision how much I was actu- 
ated by principle and how much by 
fear; one thing, however, is certain, 
that although nothing eould have been 
more repugnant to my natural feelings, 
yeta sense of duty and the borrid con- 
sequences of refusal outweighed every 
other consideration. 

Tn justice to those who took a part 
in this transaction, I would observe that 
as far aslam acquainted with them, 
1 feel myself warranted in saying that 
tbey were urged to those excesses hy a 
strong sense of duty tbey blindly 
thought tbemselves hound by the most 
horrid penalties to perform; and st is to 
be hoped-that the world will he charita- 
ble to thém by commisérating their 
misfortunes лай extenuating their 
faults, should, they renounce this in- 
iquitous combination and bonestly and 
fearlessly disclose the parts they acted 
in this conspivacy and the causes which 
urged them to it; but should they still 
persist in their obstinate silence, they 
must not expest that lenity which they 
otherwise might be entitled to from an 
indulgent puhlie. 

Tt is tobe hoped that an institution 
whose very principles lead directly to 
such horrid outrages, and which is en- 
tirely made-up of dissimulation and 
fraud, will be completely suppressed in 
this‘country and throughout the world, 
and that u barrier will be instituted. to 
prevent'it from ever again polluting the 
earth with its insidious influence, But 
the ‘public must not expect to accom- 
plish tk is desirable object withont ua 
wearied pains and, incessant vigilance; 
their task is but just commencing, and 
should they lack in circumspection or 
perseversnee the monster will yet flour- 
ish with more power and commit great- 
er enormitics than ever. 

Fort Niagara‘is sitriated on the point 
of land formed by the junction of the 
| Niagarariver with Lake Ontario. When 
tit was evacuated by the United States

We 
then called on another Mason, before 
whom the same conversation took place 
as at my house; he expressed a per 
feet willingness to render every assist- 
ance in his power, and made the offer 
of any buildiag under his charge for 
the purpose, and when the magazine 
Was fixed upon as the most suitable he 
promised to have it put in readinéss for 
the reception of the prisoner hy having 
the fixed ammunition and other publie 
property taken ont und putin the store- 
house near hy, as it was understood 
the prisoner might be there in two ог 
three nights. [then observed to one 
of them that I thought the wiser way 
would he to jet the book appear and 
laugh it down; that Morgan undoubt- 
edly had friends, who would probably 
raise a disturbance which would result 
in a greater injury to Masonry than the 
book could effect; that somo trivial al 
ieratiou could be made in the manner 
of working, as was done when Jachin 
and Boaz appeared, whicb would as ef. 
fectually preveat book Masons from en- 
tering lodges as if no disclosure had 
been made. He snid my advice migbt 
be very good, but it was probably too 
late to take it, as Morgan wus probably 
already in the hands of the Masons and 
on his way west. 

* These two Masuns first mentioned 
now took their leave, and the other in- 
formed me the next day that he had 
put the building in order for the recep- 
tion of the prisoner, hut, as I after- 
wards learnt, left carelessly a part of 
the fixed ammunition and other publie 
property behind.

He answered that there was nothing to 
fear, for it had been so ingeniously 
contrived that every one was implicated 
that knew anything about it; and even 
if a discovery should be made, the pun- 
ishment Would be but trifling, as the 
crime could be made nothing more than 
false imprisonment; besides, continucd 
be, we should be considered sufferers 
in a righteous cause, and, for his own 
part, hè should want no better fortune 
than what the Masons would make up 
to him if he got into difficulty by this 
means. We both agreed upon this 
point, however, that as we had been 
called upon to act onr part in this affair, 
it would not do to refuse, as such a 
course of conduct might cause our 
fidelity to the order to be suspected hy 
the brethren, and thus опг liberties, 
and perlnps our lives, migbt be haz- 
arded. 

Nothing further of moment trans- 
pired, to my present recollection, until 
the night between the 13th and 14th 
of Septemher, 1826, when 1 was called 
from my bed ahout midnight. as near

der. I hurried to the door but partly 
dressed, where he met me, nnd in a 
low voice, but with great enrnestness, 
and in a burried tone, said, ''Giddins.

he is here, Bounu, HOODWINKED AND 
uxver ерлар. Put on your clothes 
as soon as possible and take us over the 
river; we are going to deliver him over 
to the Canndiun Masons, for them to 
send him to Lower Canada, or otber- 
wise dispose of him as they think prop- 
er" Iwas upon the point of going 
back to finish dressing myself whea an- 
other Mason, who held n high office in 
the county, asked me for some water to 
give the гооп wreron, as he expressed 
himself, as he (meaning Morgan) was 
almost famished. After 1 bad put on 
my clothes, I observed to my wife thut 
I was going ovor the river with some | 
Masons to borrow jewels for next day’s 
installation, ‘This satisfied her inqui- 
ries, and I went out. Neur the door 
were four men, one of which (and who,| 


as Y afterwards learnt, was Morgan) was 
| blindfolded witlr a white handkerchief, 
his arms were tied hehind him with a 
cord, and his hat was hauled down over 
his forehead. Two men led him to the 
ferry-boat, one taking hold of each arm 
near tho sboulder, as though he was 
too weak to walk alone. As I after- 
wards discovered, he appeared to be al 
man ahout 50 years of age, a little 
bald on tho top of his head, and about 
5 feet7 or 8inehes high. He spoke delib- 
eraiely, had a correct pronunciation, 
and from what little I heard him con- 
verse, І concluded that he was pos- 
sessed of 1 handsome address, and had 
agood share of common sense, and 
was well acquainted with mankind.

Seeret Orders in Power. 


In an article publishedinthe Philadel- 
phian, sometime ago, the editor would 
have his readers believe that tbe mur- 
der of Morgan in Western New York 
would be suficient to destroy the power 
of Freemasonry in this country entire- 
ly, even should the people suffer Free- 
masons to he their rulers and possess 
| the power of government, 
| The editor labors under a great mis- 
take. 
Masons, yon may condemn tbe institu- 
tion as much as you please, and you 
will not affect or disturb them or Free- 
masonry in the least, if you give them 
power, What do the Ku-Klux care 
about government, so long as it does 
not interfere to disturb them in their 
power; and in fact they have such 
beadway and such control now through 
the power of secrecy and the Masonic 
institution that the government itself is 
weakened. Tbe beads of the govern- 
ment are under its influence, and so

Gricve as much as you please over 
murders, cruelties and the defeat of 
justice in our eriminal courts, tbe de- 
| structive influence upon our youth, and 

to our religious and free iustitutions, 
| the answer will be as it was in Western 
| New York in 1826: "How can you 
help yourselves? Who are your ju 
rors? Who are your judges, and your 
rulers, and your law-makers generally !" 
| It would be well for Freemasonry 
| and for the honor of our country were 
| the mnrder of Morgau, as tbe editor 
| seems to think, a suficient cause for 
men of sense to abandon the institu- 
| Чоп, wbieh hassuch a tendeney as to 
| briag them into the commission of such

BY THE NEW YORK STATE CONVENTION 


OPPOSED TO SECRET SOCIETIES. 
ADOPTED AT ROCHESTFR, М. Y., DEC. 
14, a. D. 1871. 


FrLLow Citizens :—Assembled here 
as we are, from all parts of the State of 
New York, called together to discuss 
and take actions upon a question so 
vital to free Americans, it is but reason- 
able that we state bnefly the history of 
the present movement and the reasons 
for our position. 

Inthe summer of 1870, several per- 
sons, alarmed at the rapid increase and 
impressed with the pernicious tendency 
of Freemasonry, believing that the 
sentiment arroused forty years ago, 
still existed, if only awakened, issued 
acallfora State Convention for the 
consideration of this subject. This call 
was signed hy more tban sixty persons, 
editors, clergymen and others in the 
prominent walks of life. Tbe Convea- 
tion assembled at Syracuse, November 
15, of last year, and continued i well 
attended nnd saccessful sessions threr 
days; after which, with new and 
brigbter hopes, its members separated, 
and set themselves to the high and im- 
portant work of the future. 

Many of the members of the Conven- 
tion, and others, have been in the 
lecture field during the past year, and 
success has attended their efforts, both 
as to lectures, and the circulation of 
literature. 

A generation bas passed away since 
the spirit of investigation and inquiry 
was aroused. Perhaps in no State was 
tbis investigation more exbausting and 
thorough than hy the Legislature of the 
Sta:e of Connecticut. We presentsome 
extracts from the report of a Committee 
of that body, the whole of which may 
be found in Rev. Chas. б. Finney's 
work on " Freemasonry” recently pub- 
lished. 

'' Report to the Hon. General Assem- 
bly of the State of Connecticut, now in 
Session.” (May, 1833.) 

The committee to whom was referred 
the petition of Gaius Lyman and others 
beg leave respectfully to report that we 
bave had the sume under considerntion, 
and inquired by legal evidence into tbe 
trutb of tbe matters therein. set. fortb, 
and are of tlie opinion that the same 
have been substantially proved and are 
true. The committee, at the commence- 
ment, adopted the rule that we should 
attend to uo evidence except such as in 
our opinion would be admissible in a 
eourt of law. It was proved hy these 
witnesses, that oaths similnr in character 
and some of them identical in pliraseol- 
ogy to those set forth in the petition 
have bcen repeatedly administered in 
this State, The Committee bclieve the 
administration of such oaths to be highly 
improper, and that the same should be 
prohibited by legal enactments. Oar 
reasons are:— 

1. Because they aie unauthorized by 
law. 

2. Because they bind the person to 
whom they are admisistered to disre- 
gard and violate the law. 

3. Because they arcin their nataral 
tendency, subversive nf pullic morals 
and blasphemous, 

4. Because the peaalties attached to 
the breach of them are such as are. en- 
tirely anknown to oar luw, und are for- 
bidden, both by the Constitution of the 
United States, and by the Constitation 
of this State. 


We бла upon examination of our 
code, that nlthough extra-judicial oaths 
are nowhere expressly prohibited, 
their nnlawfulness is clearly implied. 

Forinstance, suppose a clergyman, up- 
on the admission of a member into his 
Church should require him to kneel 
down, plive his hand upon the Bible, 
and then solemnly swenr thnt he would 
observe all the rules and regulations of 
that Church, upon no less penilty than 
to lave his throat cat across. his tongue 
|torn out by the roots, and his body 
buried in the rough sund of the sea,’ 
would not an involuntary shudder per- 
vnde the whole community nt such a 
horrid exhibition, and would not our 
first impression be tbvt he had violated 
the law, and ought to be punished? 
Agnin, suppose thut any one of the 
charitable societies, should on the ad 
mission of а member, compel him to 
swear by the ever-living God, thmt he 
would obey nll the laws of the suciety, 
upon ‘no less penulty than to have his 
left breast torn open; his heart and 
vitals taken therefrom, thrown over his 
left shoulder, and carried into the valley 
of Jehosaphat, there to become a prey 
to the wild beasts of the field, and vul- 
tures of tbe air,’ and this oath, ndainis- 
tered by some one not. by law author- 
ized to administer nny onth; and yet 
the ministers of justice could not afford 
them aid, imismuch is the liw has not 
on this subject clothed them with way 
authority. * " 


We believe such oaths to be improper, 
hecause the peualties attached to. them 
are such as ure unknown to our laws, 
and are opposed both to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and to Ше 
Constitution of this State. "To the vio 
lation of the oaths above referred to, is 
annexed a great variety of most cruel 
and inhuman punishments, such as are 
not known in the criminal codes of any 
civilized nation on earth. Among them 
are the tearing out of the tongue, or 
splitting it trom tip to roots; the cutting 
ofthe throat across from ear to ear, the 
tearing out of the heart and vitals and 
exposing them to be destroyed by wild 
beasts and birds of prey. These pen- 
alties we believe to be forbidden by the 
tenth article on the nmendments of the 
Constitution of the United States, 
which prohibits the infliction of all 
crue] and unusual punishments; and 
by the tenth section of the first article 
of the Constitution of this State. 
| The committee therefore introduce a 

bill, and recommend its passage, pro- 
|hibiting the administiation of these 
| oaths.” 


The same oaths and penalties of Free- 
masonry referred to in the above re- 
port have beea proved in the Courts of 
this State. Ata Circuit Court heldin 
Orleans County by Hon. Addisoa 
Gurdiner. for the trial of Mather aud 
others. In obedience to а resolation of 
Ше Senate of New York. Judge Gardi- 
aer reported this evidence, and it was 
printed by orderof the Senate, Also 
|nta Circuit Court held in Chenango 
County by Hon. Rabert Monell. ‘This 
| сазе is reported in '"Wendell's New 
York Supreme Court reports, Vol. 13, 
page 12. Purple vs Horton." What this 
clause means and what it may be made 
[to mean mast be left to conjectare: 
| "Furthermore daJ promise and sweur 
| that [will obey all due signs nnd. sum- 
| nonses, hnnded, scat or thrown to me 
| from a brother Master Mason, or from 
| the body of a jast and lawfully con- 
stituted Lodge of Master Musons, if 
| within the length of my cable tow.” 


| In the Legislature of Pennsylvania, 
this subject was investigated by a com 
mittee of which Thadeus Stevens was 
Chairman. Report was made to the 
House of Representatives, Jane 13, 
1836. The truth of this extract is 
well attested by the records of the 
Courts of Western New York. 

In answer to the question, "State 
anything you have heard said by Ma- 
sous relative to the Mason: obligations 
being superior to their civil obligations, 
and by whom said," one of the wit- 
nesses replied: 

"It was understood and believed by 
Musons concerned in the Morgan con- 
spiracy, that Masonry was of great an- 
tiqaity, and bad an existence even prior 
to our civi titutions; and that the 
Masonic ns, in themselves, 
were eqaally as binding upon Masons,

and civil obligations сите in confici. 
they might render obedience to the 
former without incarring the guilt. of 
а wilful transgression of the latter; for 
it would be something like committing 
sin on compulsion, the evil motive 
would be wanting.” * * 

Reports similur to these were made in 
the Legistaturcs of Vermont, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island, nnd laws were 
passed prohihiting the ndwninistration of 
tbese Masonic oaths. In the State of 
Massachusetts, only, lnve these lnws 
been repealed. In Vermont the people 
аге nlrcady moving, in mass meetings 
and conventions, that these laws no 
longer re dead letters on the Stat- 
ute Book, Similar laws were proposed 
in the Legislatures of most of the 
Northern States, and only failed of 
adoption, because it wns supposed the 
»rder was virtually extinct, and its 
power for evil forcver ut an end. | 

Witbin the prst few years we have 
seen this order, which wns prohibited 
by law, in four of the New England 
Stntes, and discountenanced by the) 
great majority of the people everj- 
where, aguin silently nnd insidiously 
creeping iuto power. A false opinion 
prevails toa eertnin extent, doubtless 
promoted hy the order, that it bas heen 
ch d, thatthe blasphemous and re- 
pulsive mıths. which no upright mnn 
would tahe, with a previous knowledge 
nf them, have been materially altered. 
On the contrary its oaths and penalties 
are unchanyed ;its ritual and ceremonies, 
its genius, spirit and principles nre the 
sume now as when years ago, the at- 
tention of the people in a violent and 
extraordinary manner, was called to 
them, and the necessity of prohibition 
demonstrated. 

Recent investigations show that more 
than a majority of all the civil offices 
of the couatry are held by Freema- 
sons. We can therefore reasonably 
suppose, frora the rapid increase of its 
members, that it ів a conditiou of pre- 
ferment for office, a privileged class en- 
joying rights and privileges denied to, 
the great body of their fellow-citizens, 
in violation of the spirit of our gov- 
ernment and of tbe letter of the Con- 
stitation, which guarantees equality to 
all citizens. Under our system of elect- 
ive jadiciary. we fear, and have good 
reason to believe, that even the judi- 
cial bench is becoming contominated 
with Masonie iniquity. 

Who can contemplate without horror | 
and alarm an institution claiming an- 
tiquity and respectability, its mission a 
holy charity and its foundation the Bi- 
ble, with power to sammon before it 
any of its membera, whether he be the

This no- 
tice has been delayed a little by the 
sickness of President Finney, and the 
obsence of Prof. Morgan, who is Pres- 
ident of the Oberlin local association. 

Let us now use all fervent prayer 
and earnest diligence to make this na 
tional meeting an event in the history 
of this country. Тһе times are propi- 
tious. The migbty oceon of popular 
sentiment is heaving under this ques- 
tion, silent, yet resistless as the turn of 
the tide, And it seems as if the same

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THE NEW TEMPERANCE LAW. 


This law consists of ten sections. 

Sec, 1. Requires a penal bond of 
three thousand dollars of the license- 
bolder to pay nll damages to “person, 


| property, or means of support.” caused 


by lis selling or giving away liquor. 

Sec. 2. Forbids sale to minors with- 
out n written order, or to ре 
toxicated, or in the habit of intoxica- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. Abates all places where the 
law is violated as common nuisances, 

бес, 4, Compels the seller of. the 
liquor to pay for the care of one iutoxi- 
ented by it. 

See. 5. Gives husbands, wives or 
children right to recover damages, aud 
liolds the owner of property leascd for 
liquor-selling along with seller liable for 
(uil damages caused by intoxicated rel- 
atives, to person, property, or means of 
support.

Fixes fines for violation of 
ons of the law, from 
$20 to $100, and costs; and imprison- 
ment from ten to fifty days in the 
county jail; and the fines may be col 
lected separate from the imprisonment. 

Sec. Т. Makes evasions equivalent 
to unlawful selling, such as giving 
away, ete. 

Sec. 8. Makes the owner of ground 
or building fully lable for damages, 
lines, costs, ete. 

Sec. 9. Defines minutely aud plain- 
ly the way the penalties ure to be en- 
forced, and by whom, 

Sec. 10. Makes proof of the main 
fact sufficient. Witnesses not required 
to state the kind of liquor, deseribe the 
place where sold, ete, ete, to id 
quiblles, equivocations, and уеге 
sharp practice. 

This law passed the Illinois Legisla- 
lature in the Senate, Dec. 19, 1871, 
by o majority of 40 to 5; and the House 
Jan. 11th 1872. Approved by the 
Governor, Jan. 13tb, 1872. The 
leader in carrying the law through, wos 
not a member of а secret Temperance 
"Order," nor was any agent or mem- 
ber of any such lodge or order knowu 
аз such in promoting the passage of 


the law. 

This law is a marked event in the bis- 
tory of the age and of Christian civiliza- 
tion. Every Town Council and Mu- 
nicipal Board should buve the execution 
tion of the law in spceral charge, and 
if necessary appoint and pay a prose- 
euting attorney to see to its exceution, 
the town treasury and entire property 
of the town being held responsible for 
costs and expenses not paid by fines 


and damages. |

W. Н. Вагиз was chosen 
charman and James West, Secretary, 
after which, C. A. Blanchard of Chica- 
go, 11. delivered an able address in 
which the object of the meeting was 
fully explained. ‘fhe Convention then 
adopted the following constitution, 
which was immediately eigued by forty- 
five persons: 
article 1. This society shall bo 
called the Gentry County Association 
opposed to Secret Ѕосісйев, and shall 
be auxiliary to the Nuuonal Christian 
Association formed at Pittsburg, Pa., 
Muy, 1864. 

Art. ll. Any person, who believes 
that secret oatli-bound societies in time 
of peace, and in a land where opinion 
and speech are free, аге hostile in their 
uature, und tendency tofree govcroment 
and the Christian religion, may become 
a member of tbis Associntion by signing 
this constitution. 

Art. П. The officers of this Associa- 
tion shall be a President, one -presi- 
dent from each townshipin the Coun- 
ty, a Secretary and Treasurer. 

Art. 1V.—Sec. 1st, Tbe officers sbeall 
be elected yearly and retain their places 
until their successors ure appointed, 
ес. пі. The incetings of this Associn- 
tion shall be held yearly, but special 
mectings may be called on request of 
twenty members. 

Art, V. The object of this Associa- 
tion shall be to expose, oppose and 
seek tor the entire removal of all socie- 
ties which bind their members to hlind 
obedience of signs and tokens and 
lasting secrecy respecting the proceed- 
ings of a lodge. 

A permanent organization was tben 
effected by tbe election of tbe following 
named officers for the eusuing year:

After listening to three lectnree by 
Mr. C. A. Blanehnrd of Chicago, on tlie 
evils of seeret societies, the citizens of 
Orant City and adjoining country, met 
acearding to nppointment at. the U. B. 
Church, Tuesday, March 5th, 1872, for 
the purpose of organizing an auxiliary 
to the National Christian Association 
formed at Pittsburg in May, 1808, | 
Meeting called to order by Thos, В, | 
France, J. M. Furgeson by a vote of the 
house chosen as temporary chairmnn. 
‘The exercises were opened with read- 
ing the third chapter of St. John's gos- 
pel, and prayer by Rev. Mr. Swift. 
Opening remarks hy Rev. M. E. Gar- 
dener, after which Mr. Blimchard was 
called upon, and spoke, making some 
keen, telling hits upou tbe works of se-| 
eret societies. 

Tbe following Declaration. of Princi- 
ples and Constitution was then adopted: 
DEOLARATION OF PRINCIPLES, 

We, whose names are hereanto ap- 
pended, in order that our fellow-citizens 
may know the object which we have in 
view, and the motives by which we are 
actunted, set forth the following Decla- 
ration of Principles: 

We befieve that the only firm founda- 
tiun for social peace und national great- 
ness is the worsbip ol Godin Christ 
Jesus, We see that the governments 
of those people who reject Christianity 
are despotic, and that pure and happy 
homes are not found save in Christian 
lands. 

We believe that Freemasonry rejects 
Christs name from the prayers of the 
lodge, from Masonic dates and from the 
Bible, when it is readin the mectings 
of Masonic lodges and chapters. That 
is, we believe that the worship of Free- 
masonry is not offered to God, but to 
the god of this world; not to Christ, 
but to Satan. 

We believe that next to the duties 
which men owe to God are the daties 
which they owe to the government un- 
der wbich they live. That loyalty to 
а free government is the highest of all 
human obligations. We believe that 
Freemasonry has estublished а secret 
government which is the deadly rival 
of the open one in this and other lands. 
We believe the Masonic oath conflicts 
with the civil oath; that man cannot 
yield implicit obedience and due respect 
to the government of the Masonic 
lodge and that of the United. States at 
tbe same time. 

Hence, we believe that as Freema- 
sonry grows strong, trae religion and 
trae demueracy die; that as Ше secrrt 
religion flourishes. the religion of Christ 
falls into contempt; that as the secret 
government grows strong, the apen one 
is trampled under foot; thnt every holy 
and sacred thing will perish, unless 
Freemasonry, profane, sacrilegious and 
blasphemous, shall die. We wage no 
war on individuals. For many mem- 
bers of the secret associations we bnve 
profound respect and kind regards; but 
for the system of secret socictics, repre- 
seuted by Musonry, we have open and 
undying hostility, nnd in order to unite 
our efforts against Freemasonry and 
similar societies, we hereby adopt und 
agree to be governed by the following 
Constitution: 

[Tbe Constitution is similar to that 
ndopted in the Gentry Assveiation. 
Article I. states that the sveiety shull 
be culled the “Worth Coanty Associa- 
tion Opposed to Secret Societies.” Ar 
ticle 1Y. provides that “Meetings of 
this Associution shall be held quarterly, 
so fan аз possible, from town to tor 
and it shall be the duty of any 
president, when a meeting is de:

Men and women 
of intelligence, and honesty, regard 
their professious of zeal in the cause of 
religion, with pity aud disgust, and 
though conscious of tbeir own want of 
Christian experience, they cannot but 
feel tbat tbeir condition is infinitely 
better thnn if tbey were associated 
with such moral corruption. Revivals: 
ofthis kind are becoming quite common 
almost every wbere, and are a means of 
filling up tbe ranks of infidelity. 
Thousands sre taken into the church at 
these meetings without conversions; 
thus adding, to their other sins, that of 
a false profession of religion, For such 
delusions, tbe preuchers are mainly 
responsible. It is their duty to set 
themselves right, in theory, and prac- 
tice, in the eyes of God and man, and 
then, with authority and power, drive 
the buyers aud sellers out of the chureh, 
so that those who are oa the Lord's 
side, сап work efficiently for the salvation 
of soul. Let them "renounce Ше 
devil and all his works, the vain pomp 
and g'ory of the world" and then go to 
work and rid. the church of its supert- 
bundance of fummery, and finery, its 
yewgaws, and seuscle:s trappings, and 
one obstacle in the way of a genuine 
revival would be removed —Lei them 
also publivly renonnce, and denounce 
the wicked institution of Masonry, with 
ill other secret organizations, und ап. 
uther obstacle would be removed. 
Let them preach a whole gospel and 
demand unguulifed obedience to ull 
the commands of God, ms a test of 
Christian character, and soon the fires 
of reformation would be rui to burn, and 
the inquiry go forth,” What shall wedd 
tobesaved;" and thea the shontsof new 
horn souls would be heard asin days 
of old. Е. E. В.

Freemasonry Forty Yeats Ago, 


Glddins* Narrative. 
[Contloued,] 

It was now, perhaps, 2 or 3 р. м. 
and the second express arrived from 
Lewiston, to stop the noise. It consist- 
ed of two men who were strangers to 
me; they took the following method to 
convince me that they were actually 
sent to silence Morgan, They produced 
a rude kind of pencil drawing, whicb, 
they said, Шеу received from one of 
the company there in the morning; it 
contained a part of the interior. of the 
Fort, the magazine, and a line whicb 1 
thought was meant to represent our 
travel over the river and back that 
morning; I believe that his name was 
written on it. This drawing, together 
with the knowledge they proved to 
ауе of the whole affair, convinced me, 
und I went with them to the magaziae. 
Morgan, by this time had quit cryiag 
murder, but seemed busily engaged 
pounding. 

One of these men ohserved to me, 
thnt Morgan would make no more noise 
afier he got hold of him, he would war- 
rant me; “for,” said he, "һе fears me 
as he docs the devil; he knows me of 
old; we are wellaequainted." He tben 
observed that he was a farmer, and re- 
sided near Canandaigua; that when he 
first heard of this affair he was plough- 
ing in the field, but immediately lefi 
his work by request, and telling bis 
wife tint he was going away to Бе ab 
sent perhaps a week, bad not since 
seen her. 

On going to the magazine, 1 opened 
tbe outside door, This man went into 
the body of the building, but I did not. 
On entering, it being somewhat dark, 
be said, **Morgan, where are you? Oive 
me your hand. What do you mean by 
making all this noisef Will you be si- 
lent bereafier?” — I will," was the re- 
ply. 1 now came away with the otber 
man, and left him in the magazine. Tbe 
other person, after taking some victuals 
at my bouse, returned to Lewiston; and 
after some time, the otber came down 
from the magazine and took some vict- 
uals, but returned soon after. 

About sun-set, the steambont return- 
ed from Lewiston witb the people on 
board who belonged to the Fort; there 
came also to my house about the same 
time, twenty or tbirty, perhaps, wbo 
had been to installation. I waa ac- 
quainted with some of them, but the 
greater part were strangers. I was 
very busy in tbe house, and did not 
take much notice, but many of them, I 
believe, wentinto tbe Fort. They all 
went away very soon, except ten or 
twelve who took supper at my house. 
About 11 o'clock tliese last went. away 
also, excepting six, one of which was a 
m**, G**, one was a C**, and had been 
a member im a responsible office, and 
one was а p**-m ; again, one of 
them was a High Priest of a chapter, 
and another of them had held thesame 
office; two of them were masters of 
lodges, and they were all as respecta- 
ble citizens as could be found, perhaps, 
in the county, Опе of them, as] nm 
informed, is a zenlous professor of relig- 
ion. I mention this to show what kind 
of standing some of the individuals had 
who took a conspicuous part in the con- 
spiracy, and the astonishing effect Ма 
sonie principles have upon the conduct 
of its votaries. 

These six men, together with myself, 
now wentout doors, and commenced а 
hmg consultation about Morgan. We 
all agreed that he ought to be executed 
—that he hud Тогїеһей his life—thu 
according to the brws of the instittion 
he must die, and that we, as Masons. 
were bound to execute him. Much 
more was «uid upon this subject that 1 
cannot recollect, when we all went up 
to the magazine, and all but one or two, 
went into the building. We found 
Morgan silting on some straw, which 
had been put there for the express pur- 
pose. His bandage was off, and he had 
also got the cords off that bound his 
arms; his coat and shoes were also off; 
but the bnndaye was immediately put 
on again, and before we left the build 
ing the cord was aguin pat round his 
arms to confine them behind him, and 
many plans proposed to put it on ве 
curely, 10 was also proposed to tie him 
down to the floor. 1 now discovered а 
plank broken from the floor, aud con- 
cluded that Morgan must bave done it, 
as it was not done when I gave up 
charge of the building. 

A long talk now took place between 
Morgan and his visitors; he had piled 
all the amunition boxes by the door, 
and this was undoubtedly tbe barricade 
be alluded to in the morning; powder 
was also scattered over the floor, and 


Morgan, hearing it quash under their | 


feet, said, ''Be careful, gentlemen, I 
advise yon to be careful; Шеге appears 
to be powder on the floor; you may 
blow yourselves up." 

Morgan observed tbat he piled the 


boxes up, for the purpose of climbing] clesin on the recess, telling Morgan 


to the window upon them—tbst while| there was something for him to eatand 0, 


at the west window be saw a part of a 
building through tbe crack, and a black 
woman coming toward lüm—tbat be 
cried murder for the purpose of making 
her hear him, but bud concluded sbe 
did aot bear bim. One of the company 
spoke to him as follows: ''Wretch," 
said he, "bow dare you undertake to 
break down tbe barriers of morality? 
Don't you know you have forfeited your 
life, and tbat it becomes our duty toin- 
flict some of the penalties you bound 
yourself under in so solemn a m inner? 
Prepare yourself,” contiuued be, **make 
your peace with your God, for yon 
have buta few moments to live.” On 
heiag asked what death he would 
choose he answered, ''Тһе death of a 
soldier, shoot те!" **But," continued 
he, ''geatlemea, it you take my life, you 
know not what an injury you will do 
Musonry. but if you give me my liberty 
my book will do hut Ве harm.” At 
other times they told him that if he 
would keep still and make no more 
noise or resistance, that he sbould not 
be hurt; tbat he had aothing to fear; 
that they would send him tosome otber 
country and establisb him in. business, 
Ou being asked wbat coantry he would 
choose to be sentto, he replied “Eng: 
land.” He was then enquired of where 
the manuscripts on the upper degree 
were. He answered that some of them 
were in the possession of bis wife, and 
some in Miller's possession. Some one 
then enquired where Miller kept his 
papers; Morgan answered that he did 
not know for a certainty, but presumed 
tbat some of them were under the oven, 
inahole where be kept many papers. 
On being asked wheretbe Royal Arch 
Mason's Obligntion was, be besitated, 
but finally said it was in possession of 
his wife. This was an article tbey 
seemed uncommonly anxious to get hold 
of, and tbey threatened bim witb mucb 
severity if be deceived them. 

Much more was said wbicb has es- 
caped my recollection, when we came 
out and fastened the inside door se- 
eurely. The board which bad been he- 
fore used for that purpose heing thought 
ton long, a piece was sawed off the end, 
by a high priest of tbe order, Wenow 
all went out on the plain near the 
graveyard, 40 or 50 rods from the 
Fort, and consulted a long time on tbe 
disposal of Morgan, We all agreed ав 
before, tbat be ought to be executed, 
and that it was our duty, as Masons, to 
inflict the punishment, or cause it to be 
done; but still it was an act tbat seemed 
repugnant to the natural feelings of a 
part of us, and much controversy en- 
sued upon the subject. Some urged 
the necessity of doing tbe deed imme- 
diately, by taking bim in a boat and 
sinking him with a stone. Some were 
for drawiag lots for three to do the deed 
aud the others to be oif, and some were 
for sending East for instructions. 

After mach more conversation on the 
subject, it was finally proposed by one 
of the number. [ап Honorable in Ingh 
standing, Jtlat we sbuuld allgo together 
and do our duty without delay, Ьу tak- 
ing Morgan into the river and smking 
him witha stone; and we did all con- 
sent to the same, and move some dis 
tance toward the Fovt for that purpose! 
On perceiving ane hang behind, one oi 
the company said to him, "What is the 
matler, why don't you come oni? He 
answered, (commg up with the otbers 
at the same time,) "Gentlemen, if you 
insist J must go wuh you, Г am bound 
to do зо, but if possible excuse me, it 
is lote; I am ina hurry; I cannot 
sanction the deed." This gave nnother 
of the company eourage to make a simi- 
lar excuse, and the thing was abandon- 
ed for that time. 


‘The company uow went into the Fort 
to tell Morgan that he must remain 
where he wits until information could 
be sent tothe Grand Lodge at Jerusa- 
lem,* and their answer returned how 
to dispose of him. We found that Mor 
gan һай got of his cord and his bund- 
age again, and was sitting on some straw 
in one corner of the building. Не was 
blinded again as svon оз we got in, and 
was told that be must remain there un- 
tilinstructions arrived from the east how 
to dispose of him, and if he persisted 
in mnking a noise he should be put to 
immediate death. Morgan promised 
obedience, nnd we left him, fastened 
Ше door as before; the key was banded 
tome with directions to take charge of 
him fora few дауа until instructions 
were received what to do with him. It 
was now nearly or quite daylight, this 
company went away and I to my bed. 

Upon reflection І think some water 
was given to Morgan early in the even- 
ing of the 14th, but I will not be posi- 
tive. 

Sometime during the 15tl, 1 took 
halfa loaf of bread, in which I lad put 
a piece of butter, a pint decanter of 
whiskey, and a half gallon pitcher of 
water to the maguzine; I elimbed up

The Chinese of San Franelsco, 


The Chinese New Year began this 
year, Wednesday evening, Feb. 7th. 
They celebrate the commencement of 
their year very much as the Americans 
do the Fourth of July. 
large amount of fire-vrackers, and sus- 
pend all business. Their festivities 
continue forabout a week. They ar 
ray themselves in their best xpparel, 
and entertain their friends with tbeir 
choicest food. In San Francisco, there 


are 11,817 Chinese, of whom 9,777 56 


ure males, and 2,040 are females. Of 
tbe latter class. itis said aot one of them 
is virtuous. The women wear no bon- 
nets in the streets. hey have fair 
and plump cheeks, and are rather good 
looking. They dress their huir in a 
fantastic manner—perhaps no more so 
than fashionable American women, It 
is nicely braided on each sideinto wing- 
like appearances. They wenr small 
wooden shoes, wbich are very incon- 
venient for walking. | 

The men wear large shoes, with 
white stockings, having their pauts tied 
around their ankles, as we te them 
around our boots in New England, 
when we аге to wade in dcep snow. 
The men have their bair sbaved off their 
heads, excepting a round spot eovering 
the top, and n part of tle back side. | 
from wbich hangs their long, braided 
cue, which reaches down within а foot 
of the ground. The women do not 
wear cues. The men wear coats shaped 
quite like a shirt, with large, long 
sleeves, no collars, and generally made 
of cheap mnterial Some of them dress 
ricbly. They live very economically. 
Rice is one of their principal articles of 
diet. Tbey are industrious, and quite 
quick to learn how to do various kinds 
of work Mostof the washing is done 
by China men. Tbe women do little 
or no work They are not-employed 
at all as servants; but the men are tbe 
common servants in California, аз are 
tbe Irish women in tbe Eastern States. 

They live so cheaply, that they lay 
up money mucb faster than the Amer- 
ican laborer, who receives twice as 
mucb as tbe Chinaman. Thereis much 
bitter feeling towards them on the part 
of tbe laborers from otber nations, es- 
pecislly the Irisb. Tbe Chinese are 
obliged to put up witb considerable un- 
kind treatment. ТБеу appear to be a 
peaceable, inoffensive people, but very 
loose in their morals, and superstitious 
in tbeir religion. We think it was a se- 
rious mistake to introduce them into 
California. Of course, many lave made 
money out of their services; but they 
have brought with them their idola- 
tous worship of arliticial gods, and 
tbeir common licentiousness, whicb 
are exerting a very demoralizing effect 
upon the community. They рау but 
little or no regard to the customs of 
civilized and Christian society. They 
are allowed tu work the snme on the 
Lord's day as on Monday. When ор 
our way to meeting. they may be seen 
sawing wood, wishing and ironing, as 
on other days. — World's Crisis.

Leetures at Cleay Lake---Au Ex-Seuator 
Denles and an Ex-Mason Affirms tho 
Truth of Bernard's Revelntions, 

Editor of the Cynosure: 

Rey. 8. Smith, from Charles City, 
give us five lectures last week on the 
subject of Freemasonry. The Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church was opened for 
the lectures, and was filled every even- 
ing. Brother Smith proceeded in a 
workmanlke manner and a Christian 
spirit, and made telling blows. The 
subject for the lirst evening was princi- 
pally Scriptural texts and lessons, 
showiag that the teachings of Christ 
and the apostles were strictly in oppo- 
sition to Masoury. The secand lecture 
gave the origin and history of opera- 
tive masonry as it existed in the dark 
nges, and then of speculative Freema- 
sonry. from its origin in 1717 to the 
present time. On the third evening 
was given the initiatory ceremony, with 
its horrid oaths, up to the Royal Arch 
degree, and extracts from the higher 
degrees. On the fourth eveniag Ma- 
sonic hooks were compared with Anti 
masonic, partievlsrly Bernard's stand- 
ard work, and the eorrectness of the 
latter proved. On the fifth evening he 
compared the religion of Masoary with 
that of the Bible. 

The Masons turned out in mass to 
the lectures, and paid good attention.

I had told them that it was n perverted 
use they made of the Bible; that it 
stood on an equality with the square 
and eompass in the lodge, as one of 
“the three grent lights," nnd then only 
аз a aymbol; not n revelation! (See 
Mackey's Lexicon, page 60,) '"Гһе Bi 
ble is used among Masons as the sym-

Whom Do the Tares Represent? 

Speak of Freemasonry and the 
Church to n company of Christians, 
and if your experience is like ours, you 
will he gravely met with thia remark: 
Let us not meddle with Freemasonry 
in the Church; Christ said, Let the 
tares grow with the wheat until the 
harvest. ‘The following, from an excel- | 
lent explanation of the parable of the| 
tares, hy Rev. Т. P, Proudft, in tbe| 
Evangelical Repository, shows how in- 
correct is such a position: 

+ + s Weare constrained to dissent 
from the view commonly given of the 
parable of the tares, recorded in the| 
thirteenth chapter of Matthew. The 
common interpretation represents it as 
teaching some thibgs which, in our 
judgment, it does not teach, and ig | 
noriag or casting into the shade truths 
which it does teach. 

The question, Whom do the tares 
represent? is usually answered һу say- 
ing. ‘Carnal professors in the church; f| 
persons who are Christians in appear- 
ance, but not in reality.” 


According to this view, the field 
represents the visible church, which, as 
all admit, is composed of true helievers 
and hypocritical pretenders; the wheat| 
represents the former class, and the 
-tares the latter. 

Now, is this correct? Do the tares| 
refer specially to hypocritical or self. 
deceived members of the visible church !| 
or do they refer to wicked men in gen- 
eral, including those outside, as well as 
those inside the pale of the visible 
church? ‘This latter is what we con- 
sider the correct view, That it may, 
however, appear that such is the case, 
it will be necessary to lock at other 
psrts of the parable. “The kingdom 
of heaven,” says Christ, 'Яз like unto 
aman who sowed good seed in his 
feld" But what does the “‘ficld” rep- 
reseat! Most interpreters вау, the 
‘visible church" but the Master aays, 
“the world.” The "disciples say unto 
him, Declare unto us the parable of the 
tares of the field." In reply, he says, 
Phe field is the world.” j 

How can we reconcile Christ's inter- 
pretation-with, that communly given? 
The only way of which we'enn coaceive 
is to show that the ' 00710" meaas the 
Uehurch." But can this ba done? We 
think not. We cannot recall a aingle 
instance in which Christ so employs 


the term. ‘Lake the next yerse as an 
example. ''The harvest is the end of 
the workt" Does that mem the ead of 


the church? Surely not. But in the 
interpretation of the snme parable, und 
in tle same sentence, sre we not hound 
to suppose that the word has the aime 


aignification in both caseat Jt seems|if ye have love one to another." 


natural to suppose that the end of the 


they may be divided into two classes, 
saints aud sinners. These two classes, 
the children of God and the children of 
Satan, comprehend al] the inhabitants

‘| whatever his character may he, he

^ad the tares are nll that nre mentioned. 
Hence, we see that the whest, which 
represents the children of the Кїпд-

| children of the wicked one, would in- 


clude the entire race of mnn. . . . 

But here we are met with objections. 
And first, that the term tares properly 
refers to hypocrites, Says the ohject- 
or, the tares were a spurious sort of. 
whent, looking lika it, and thus would 
he a couaterfeit; and false professors 
are counterfeit Christians; while per- 
sons outside the church, making no 
pretension to religion, cannot be so 
viewed, They are just what they pro- 
fess to he, openly godless. The tares, 
snya the objector, could uot he distin- 
guished from tha wheat, aad this was 
the reason why they wero permitted to 
grow till the harvest, while the mani- 
festly irreligious cea be known from 
the pious, hut tho hypocrite in the 
church, like the tares in the field, сап. 
not he detected. 

This is a common and very plausible 
ohjection to the view we have heen ad- 
voeating, or rather an nrgument for the 
opposite. Let us examine it. It is 
founded on the supposition that the 
tares looked so much like the wheat that 
the servants could not know them 
apart, But this supposition із, beyond 
douht, false. Itis generally helieved 
the tares denote what is commonly 


| called "'darnel" (Lolium temulentum). 


In Smitb's Dictionary of the Bible, itis 
said, under the word '"Tares," that the 
darnel, hefore it comes into ear, is 
very similar in appearnnce to wheat.” 
But the proposal of the servants to 
weed out the tares was after it came 
іпіо езг. It was when the blade was 
sprung up and hrought forth fruit. 
Again; says the sama writer, quoting 
from the "Land and the Book," "In 
those parts, when the graia has headed 
out, the tares have done the same, and 
then a child canact mistake them for 
wheat or barley; but where they are 
less developed, the closest scrutiny will 
often fail to detect them.” 

Now let it be observed that it was nf- 
ter the tares "bad beaded out” that the 
servants proposed to eradicate them, 
and hence the reason they were pro- 
hibited could not have heen tbeir ina- 
hility to distinguish them from the good 
grain; for, says this writer, "a child 
eannot mistake them for wheat or har- 
ley." 

This exsctly agrees with the account 
їп the parable. The enemy sowed them 
and went his ways Some time seems 
to have elapsed, during which the wheat 
and darael grew without the latter he- 
ing detected. (This part of the story 
we do not consider as emblematic of 
any apiritual truth; for Christ, in his 
interpretation, says nothing about it.) 
"But when the hlade was aprung up 


and brought forth fruit; then appesred | 


the tares also.” They were discovera- 
hle then. More than that, they were 
actually discovered. .... Nor is it 
true, on the spiritual side, thnt "the 
cluldren of the wicked one" are undis- 
tinguishable from “the children of the 
kingdom." 1t is admitted that, in some 
exceptional cases, it is uot essy, and 
sometimes not possihle, to decide wheth- 
era man he a Christian or not. And 
{Ша is simply admiiting human falli- 
bility. We may make mistukes in any 
Шар. But that it is generally true 
that we are unable to know the oae 
class from the other eaanothe concedeil. 
Christ himself says, "Ву their fruits 
ye shall know them.” “By {Ма shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples,

For the tares 
were in every pnrt of the field, and 
gathering them out of it in harvest rep- 
resents gathering out of the kingdom 
"all things that offead." Tho field, 
however, is the world, and consequeat- 
ly gathering tho tares out of every part 
of the field represents gathering ont of. 
every part of the world all things that 
offend. But if the kingdom he of leas 
extent than the world, then gathering 
tarea out of the field would represent 
more than gathering offeasive. things 


vut of the kingdum. ln other words, 
ns the tares are the children of the 
wicked one, and the field is the world, 
gathering the tares outof every part of 
the field must represent gothering the 
children of the wicked one outof every 
part of the world. But ns the reapers 
who gather the tares represent the an- 
gels, who gather out of the kingdom 
all things that offend, so gathering the 
children of the wicked one out of every 
pnrt of the world must correspond to 
gathering out of the kingdom all things 
that offend, Or, rather, they are the 
same thing. Butif the kingdom be of 
less extent than the world. then these 
two do not correspond the one to the 
other. They are different things. But 
as itis manifest that they nre опе and 
the same thing, soit is evident that 
they (that is, the kingdom nnd the 
world) are of tha same exteut. . . . 

The expression, "The kingdom of 
heaven” is defined by Alhert Barnes to 
mean “the reign of heaven.” It is used 
interchangesbly with the term the 
kingdom of Ood. But wherever God 
reigns there is his kingdom; nnd he 
reigas notonly over the church hut 
over the entire world. We are not 
hound to suppose that this rofers to 
what is sometimes called hia "'sracious 
or spiritual kingdom,” for “his king- 
dom ruleth over all" "Не is the great 
king over all the earth." "The kiag- 
dom is the Lord's, and he is the gover- 
nor among the nations." 

"These Scriptures harmonize with-and 
confirm the view we have taken. The 
kingdom of heaven is coextensive with, 
the field, which ia the world, and at 
the last day Ood will iuflict punishment 
upon all evil-doers in the church and 
out of it. "The harvest is the end of 
the world, and the reapers are the an- 
gels; as, therefore, the tares are gath- 
ered and hurned in the fire, so shall it 
he in the end of this world. The Son 
of Man shall send forth his angels, and 
they shall gather out of his kingdom 
all things that offead, and them which 
do iniquity, and shall cast them'into a 
furnace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and guasbing of teeth :” 

If the view we have taken of this in- 
teresting parahle he correct, then there 
is warning here to all sinners. Maay 
persons flatter themselves that they 
can sin with impunity hecause they are 
notin the church; nnd, while virtually 
admitting that they nre children of Sa- 
tan, fancy that they are very good peo- 
ple hecause they are not hypocrites. 
They are not what they call tares. 

But let no one deceive himself If 
you are not wheat, you are a tare; for 
wheat and tares are the only things 
spoken of as heing in the field. And 
the tares will he cast intoa furaace of 
fire. 

Again: if the interpretation given be 
correct, then there may be such a thing 
as discipline in the church, There is 
no prohibition here of ejecting those 
who are known to be ungodly. True, 
in the parahle, we are uot commanded 
to make the separation (though we are 
elsewhere), hut we are not forbidden. 
If, however, the tares represent simply 
wicked men in the church, then we 
cannot aee how we can have any such 
thing as discipline, however lax. For 
the servants knew thatthere were tares 
in the field, and tares heing the chil- 
dren of the wicked one, it will follow 
that although church officers positively 
know a man tohe achild of Satan, 
they must let him remain in the church. 
And, hy parity of reasoning, they 
must receive to membership all persona, 
however wicked they may he. 

Some churches haye very nearly 
done this hy offering the emblems of 
Christ's hroken hody and shed blood to 
all persons who desire to partake, wheth- 
er members of any church or not. And 
perhaps, for doing so, they woald ap- 
penl to this narable for nuthority. And 
we eonfess that if the common inter- 
pretation he ndmitted, we eannot see 
how to escape this conclusion; for, ac- 
cording to that view, we nre directed 
to let all persons alone. The wheat 
aad the tares must be allowed to ге» 
main together till the harvest. That 
is, those who are known to һа the chil- 


dren of Ood, and those who are not! 
simply suppused, hut positively known 


remain togethar in tho church till the 
end of the world, In oppositioa to 
this, wo any the field is the world, and 
Satan's offspring, ungodly men of all 
classes, hypocrites and others, aro to be 
permitted to remain in it till the angels | 
shall make the separation, We must 
not persecute heretics, hut allow them 
toremain in the enjoyment of their 
civil rights and  immuaities, The 
church must be tolerant. —Evangelical 
Repository.

When politicians are casting about 
for available candidates for the Presi- 
dency, nud the people nre constructing 
the platforms on which they menn to 
stand nnd battle for their rights and 
liberties, the ahove extract from the 
oath of a Royal Arch Мазоп indicates: 
the true issue of the period. 

First efforts at reform sre usually su- 
perficial, and aim at the effect rather 
than the cause; the branches rather 
than the root. 1n making this sugges- 
tion, there is no intention to cast re- 
flcctivns on the character or motives of 
any person living, Members of any or- 
der, secret or open, should be regard- 
ed and treated in the light of their gen- 
eral conduct in society. If a mm ів 
honest and honorable in his dealings as 
aneighbor, or in business, во far, he 
should be,trusted and respected. Not 
а wrong feeling, nor a malicious pur- 
pose should be cherished against him. 
In many things he may differ with us. 
He may have dangerous opinions and 
relations, hut so long. us these are not 
the rule of his dealings with meu, noth- 
ing but the most kindly feelings should 
be entertaincd towards him; and ef 
forts m2de to enlighten and save him 
from crror snd,delusion should be con- 
siderate and courteous. 


Such, however, and sil others simi- 
larly related, ought to understand that 
every form of faitl, creed. relation or 
compact, affecting the general, welfure, 
is a matter of investigation and discus- 
sion, let their opinions, prejudices, likes 
or dislikes he what they may. Secret- 
society men are apt to be unreasooing 
in this respect. They have placed 
themselves in a false position, and are 
guilty of the folly of attempting to per- 
suade or force others to conform to 
their false standard of social cthics. 


The curse of our nation to-day, as it 
has heen in the pnst, is secret orders. 
Every conspiracy which, has risen to 
strike down the hberties of the people 
and strangle the nation has heeu cou- 
ceived aod matured in some secret, 
oath-bonnd elan. | Men are diawn into 
them through false pretences. The 
outside literature of such orders is brim 
full of piety and patriotism; hut the 
side, or oath, the only binding prin- 
ciple in them, breathes rebellion to 
law, religion, and impartial justice 
when they contravene the purposes and 
laws that bind memhers of the clan to 
vach other, [n other words, the dn- 
ties they are sworn to perform to each 
otber under ^ given state of facts are 
held more hinding than the laws of the 
country and the laws of God. The 
laws of God demand justice between 
man and man; hut the laws of the clan 
are constructed to defeat the ends of 
justice when the lash of tho hm is 
sought to he justly applicd to one of 
tbe gang. 


This being true, these have placed 
themselves, hy their onth to be loyal to 
an organization claiming а primary. nl- 
legiance, where they cannot be safely 
entrusted with tbe enactment or exe- 
cution of the laws of the country. 
Defalcations, robberies, official negli- 
gence, favoritism, nod a eonccalment, 
hy superiors, of the frauds and eorrupt. 
doings of infcriors, must occur to an 
alarming extent while men regard the 
dishonest oaths and covenants of their 
order more hinding than their oath of 
office, This country 1з sleeping upon 
a volesno of infidelity and orgsnized 
despotisms and conspiracies. Tens of 
thousands that are in them do not com- 
prebeud their purpose, But like the

slave power, they will work out itheir 
logical conclusions, and like it, will 
draw nll connected, remotely or imme- 
diately, with them in their war against 
the Christian religion and a free gov- 
ernment.—Zinu_ Со. Pilot.

Siuce our late notice of the report of 
the Investigating Committee of the 
Kansas Legislature respecting the al- 
leged hriberies in senatorial elections, we 
have received some communications and 
files of papers which change materislly 
the aspect of the case, especially in 
reference to Senator Pomeroy. The 
impartiality of the Committee is not 
very apparent, as some of its leading 
members are disappointed competitors 
in those elections or ambitious rivals in 
those to come. 

The investigation was entirely ez 
parte nnd secret, no notice beiag given 
to the parties implicated or opportunity 
to reply or present any rebutting testi- 
mony. None of the testimony is puh- 
lished. Some of the witnesses said to 
have shsconded or skulked were in 
‘Topeka at the time mingling freely and 
publicly with the citizens, and one of 
them, a very material witness, so far 
from skulking notified the chairman 
of the {nvestigating Committee that he| 
could be found at his house and would 
attend and testify whenever sent for,| 
hut did not wish to wait around for 
days in idleness, Yet he was not sent) 
for and was reported as skulking. 

As to the relation of secretism to 
this matter we get no light. Not only | 
members of the secret orders calculate 
when they strike to conceal the hand, | 
hut hy almost universal consent the 
press tacitly conspire to help them con- 
cesl it. If in such a matter the parties 
sustained any other special relatioa that 
might naturally iafluence their action 
or Маз their minds, if it were the rela- 
tion of kindred or business or party or 
religion the country would be informed 
of the facts and admonished to make 
due allowaace, But who presumes to 
allude to the influence of the secret 
orders on the acts and minds of men 
in such cases? Hold Masons and Odd- 
fellows amenable to the same rules and 
usages as we do fathers and children, 
business partners and ehurch members, 
intimate friends aud social enemies, 
indeed!

THE ODDFELLOW!S ASSAULT UPON 
THE RELIEF SOCIETY. 


During a few of the first days of con- 
fusion and general destitution of all 
things among the survivors from the 
burnt district, the Mayor of Chicago is- 
sued a general order thnt the supplies 
sent to the city for relief should he 
passed into the hands of the Chicago 
Relief and Aid Society, and be by them 
distributed to the sufferers as every one 
had need, regardless of nationality, col- 
or, age, sex, or previous condition, or 
relation to churches or social institu- 
tions, good or had. Humanity ia want 
was the only thing toheregarded. The 
occasion justified but one impulse, 
which found expression ia the words: 
Feed the hungry, clothe the naked, and 
shelter the homeless, For this purpose 
the supplies whieh came to hand were 
freely and honestly devoted as hest 
they could be, until time was gained 
for more perfect organization and sys- 
tem. 

It so happened that some of the sup- 
plies that fell into the hands of the So- 
ciety came from certain individuals and 
associations belonging to the order of 
Odd-fellows, an order that hoasts of be- 
nevolence as a specialty in which it has 
no superior, or even equal, if we can 
judge from their general tone respect- 
ing this claim; but it seems probable 
that some of these Odd-fellow gifts 
might have heea employed to relieve 
some mortals in whose composition was 
none of that "superior clay" that charac- 
terizes the members of that mysterious 
order. Whereupon, one J, Ward El- 
lis, a representative Odd-fellow of Chi- 
cago, cames out and denounces this 
conduct of the Mayor and of tbe Relief 
and Aid Society as stealing, This is 
his language in the Heart and Hand 
for Jan. 20th: " е had to snbinit and 
pocket a loss of sie or eight hundred 
dollars, little dreaming that the said be- 
nevolent society was secretly ond almost 
daily stealing (that ts the word) money 
which was donated to the suffering mem 
bers of our order.”

It is now sume year or two since the 
Courant called attention to this sub- 
ject; and it seems to me that its ac- 
knowledged importonce justifies recur- 
rence toitin the only journal devoted 
exclusively to Colleges. 

Since tho Courant articles referred 
to, Howard Crosby, D D., Chancellor 
of the New York University, has 
arrayed himself aguinst them with 
grent force and acumen in the Boston 
Conqregationalist. His three main 
objections to them are: : 

1. They are pretences, and thus at 
war with truth, candor, and-manliness. 

2. ТЬе opportunity given by secrecy 
to immoralities, and 

3. The confidence hetween parent 
and cbild is hroken, and hence destroyed 
hy these secret societies, “Но a 
fathera heart sinks, as his son, return- 
ing from College at his first vacation, 
refuses for tbe first time to lie full. and 
eandid in his communications.” 

It will be remembered by those who 
read the Courant articles referred to, 
thst the fact was given that Dr. Hitch- 
cock, President of Amherst, wben the 
revival of the secret orders in tbis 
country had reached and beguo to 
affect that institution, wrote to the 
Presidents of nine old Eastern Colleges, 
and, io his last book, © Reminiscences 
of Amherst College,” he gives their nine 
responses, all of them eondemning se- 
eret societies in Colleges, and on dis- 
tinct and separnte grounds. And, so 
far ns my personal knowledge and ac- 
quaintance extends, the very forcible 
utterances of Chancellor Crosby, ia 
condemuation of these societies, find 
an echo in the experience and convic- 
tions of every college officer who hnas 
met their influence in the discharge of 
his official duties, 

The Central College Association, 
which met last July at St. Louis, and 
tbe year hefore at Oberlin, Ohio, hegan 
in an Illinois Collego Associntion, hut 
now represents the Colleges of six or 
eight States adjacent. At the Oberlin 
meeting, the President ‘of one of our 
strongest Illinois Colleges brought up 
the subject, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to вее whether the Boards of 
tbe principal Colleges would enter into 
2 mutual agreement to suppress nnd 
exterminate secret societies from their 
several institutions. As nothiag was 
beard from that committee's labors nt 
the St. Louis meeting, it is to be pre 
sumed that nothing effective could be 
done. But the inauguration of such 
an effort evinces the deep hold the sub- 
ject bas on many of our best men, and 
ablest educators; and that their convie 
tions as to the poisonous and destructive 
nature of College sccret societies, does 
not differ from the testimony elivited 
by the correspondence of the Amherst 
President long ago. 

When I saw, lately, that tho old and 
venerable “ Zinonia" nnd '* Brothers 
in айу" had pissed nway at Yale, 
the modern secret socioties, аз stated 
hy the Courant, having, like mistletoes 
outgrown, sucked out their life, and 
strangled them, I boped the multitude:

1 was young, 
fresb from a New England College, 
nnd I knew and could learn but little оѓ 
the dark corridors, and, to outsiders, 
unaecessible galleries of an institution 
modelled and administered by minds 
who had left manbood in hecoming 
priests. But I could see ‘proofs all 
around me, in the artificial grades and 
suhordination of one to anotber, bow 
pliable men become when initiated into 
| orders, packed iuto grades, and fused 
into a mass. May Ood deliver our 
Colleges from " orders” and "'afflia- 
tions” which nre assimilating them to 
that one. The mind that has taken a 
pledge of secrecy that binds its bonor, 
however sballow and trivial, is in a con- 
dition analagous to a human body with 
ossifications begun at the heart. 

Itis argued, abundantly, thot our 
Colleges are too many, aod too poor; 
and ill paid professors, and gaunt libra- 
ries, and universities without graduates or 
classes form a panorama to which our 
gaze ıs often invited. The remedies 
proposed are, a diminution of numbers 
and an increase of funds. This may 
be sound and good; and certainly we 
shall not ohject to tbe funds. But 
money poured by tbe million into Col- 
leges cootrolled or chanicterized by 
secret societies, will but make their 
darkness more visihle, and turn the 
thoughts of earnest truth-loving men 
to Elihu Burritt, and his learning ac- 
quired in a blacksmith shop.

the advantages of open and secret so- votes as to-day. Twenty-five years of 1115 may have heen instruction trom 


cieties for the promotion of temperance, 
on page 157 be speaks as follows: '*In 
less than filteen years the style of 
operations I һауе described,” (open 
societies) “so far revolutionized the 
public opinion of Massachusetts tbnt 
the license system was obolished in 
more tbsa three-fourths of the couaties 
of the State. The old style of opera- 
tions gnve place in the years 1840, 41 
and '42 to the Wasbingtonian system, 
and that very soon tothe Sons of Tem- 
perance and otber forms of close organ- 
ization, and they have had the field 
almost exclusively for aver twenty-five 
years; and what is the present atotus 
of temperance in that State as eompared 
with what it was in 1843! It may be 
doubted whether we are stronger at 
the polls than we were twenty-five 
years ago. If we have gained at sll, 
it is but a slight gain to have been se- 
cured by twenty-five years of labor, 
even with whatever of hindrance may 
have fallen in our path. For myself, 
I believe as firmly as I belieye any fact 
that ] eanoot absolutely demonstrate, 
that, had the work of reform been 
prosecuted for the last twenty-five ycars 
in New England in open organizations, 
with such ndded provision as experience 
might have suggested, the liquor traffic 
would have been crushed before the 
public attention could have been di- 
verted from that issue hy the great 
struggle for the preservation of tbe 
Union.” 

The ahove statement fully concords 
witb the recollection of persons old 
enough to remember what was the 
state of facts before tbe secret orders 
began their operations. Tbe Doctor 
further shows, what every one knows 
to be true, that tbe secret ordera, al- 


though having exclusive possession of 


the field as organizations, yet are not 
exclusively пог even mainly entitled to 
the credit of our present status on that 
question, 

He saya that in New England over 
nine-tentbs of tbe ministers were ac- 
tively engaged in tbe open societies, 
and aineteen-twentieths were total ab- 
stinence men, Not one half of them 
went into the aecret orders. Of course 
they continued to work for temperance, 
but without the henefit of organization. 
1 quote further: "I bave never, how- 
ever, concealed my opinion that, before 
a triumpb ef our enuse can possibly be 
reached, we must have forms of organ- 
ization more acceptable to the gray- 
haired and venerable, to the clergy and 
leading Christian men, who are active 
and influential in all other good enter- 
prises tbat succeed; to our judges, 
bankers, merchants and promineut 
business men generally, of whom we 
now number comparatively few in our 
close organizations, but of whom we 


had a full proportion in open societies, |. 


prior to the year 1840," The Doctor 
often repents the opinion expressed 
above, that secret societies will never 
succeed in crusbing out the rum traffic. 

Пе frankly tells us tbat there are 
three classes which worked in the open 
organizations, but will not join tbe se- 
cret ones, of wbicb the first ''сош- 
prises a-very large number of пиг 
strongest and best citizens, who are 
honestly opposed to all close, or secret 
organizations;” the second includes 
those wbo stand aloof from the orders 
because "tbe wearing of regalia and 
emblematie decorations is offensive to 
their taate;” and the tbird class is made 
up of thosc who, while they are really 
indifferent to the cause, would he com- 
pelled to join and labor with open soci- 
ties, make tbe peculiar features of the 
secret orders an excuse for throwing 
their iafluence against the cause. He 
then, unwittingly, perbaps, lets out in 
the following passage, found on page 
147, the real design of the founders of 
tho temperance orders: ** Some of the 
brethren that originated that order” 
{the Sons of Temperance)” hnd long 
been familiar with initiation fees, 
and ceremonies, rituals, regalia, em- 
hlems of office. sentinels, conductors,” 
ete., eto, 

The facts in the history of tbo tem- 
perance causo as clearly set forth 
by the Doctor, and often repeated are 
these: Fifteen years of effort in open or- 
ganizntions in the heginning found drink- 


| effort of the secret temperance orders, 
with the nid of some open qrgsnizations 
and a bost, including a majority of the 
Christian people in some localities, of| 
individunl laborers, leaves us where the 
open organizations left us tweaty-five 
years ago. So far then from paving 
| the way for our new law, have they 
| not actually staved it off and prolonged 
|е reiga of alcohol for twenty-five 
years? 

If these orders secured for us the 
law, we ought to hnve had it years ago, 
when they were at the beight of their 
popularity and their members most 
numerous, whereas we observe no 
progress in tbis direction until years 
after tbey have begun to fall into decay, 
and tbeir numbers, as their records 
show, have been materially lessened 
and the open societies have oumerous 
organizations. 

Reader, how farshort do the above facts! 
come of netuslly demynstrating, not 
merely the wortHlessness of the seerct 
orders пз temperance societies, but tbeir 
absolutely injurious effect upon the 


temperance cause?

Let thoughtful Americans read nnd 
ponder the following description of one 
of our popular institutions. Millions 
are now investing in sucb ''temples,” 
orsynugogues of Satan, all over our 


land. We clip fromthe  Baliston (N. 
F.) Journal: 


"The new Masonie Temple in ‘Troy 
was dedicated last Tuesday with very 
imposing ceremonies. TbeTroy Times 
gives the following interesting descrip- 
tion of the lodge-room, admitted by all 
present to be the finest in the State: 

In the “East,” upon ao elevated 
platform, the principal officers’ chairs 
are placed. These are made of lack 
walnut, are bandsomely carved, and. 
covered with red plush. They are 
hacked hy crimson damask curtnins, 
whicb bang against the wall, and over 
them bas been raised a eanopy the 
frame of which is constructed of black 
walnut, In the front center of this 
framework tbere is a heautiful star 
made of prismatic pendants, which di- 
verge from a "O" in tbe middle. 
When illuminated it is perfectly beauti-| 
ful. The desks of tbe Secretory and 
Treasurer, whicb are on tbe right and 
left of the platform, are made of black 
walnut, and are tastefully embellished, 
as is all the other furniture, with Ma- 
sonio emblems. Tbe gas stondards 
whicb rest upon tbese desks are elabo- 
rately ornamented, In the "West" 


[end of the apartment, and on the 


"South" center, the other officera’ 
chairs and platforms are located. They 
are fashiooed in similar style to the 
platform and chairs in the "East," but 
are not quite soornate. The members’ 
seats are placed on the North and South 
sides of the room, in rows. These 
seats are nothing less than continuous 
sofas, constructed of black walnut and 
covered with red plusb. On them the 
worn out candidate, who has been 
bucked by the goatand flayed with tbe 
gridiron, can rest until comfort chases 
away the memory of pain. 

Upon the floor of this palatial lodge- 
room a costly Brussels carpet is spread, 
From thia general assertion, however, 
a small space hetween the altar and 
the Master's chair is empty. ‘This: 
portion is covered with marble tiling of 
various colors arranged in figures. 

Tbe exquisite altar bears an inscrip- 
tion which tells а story of generosity 
and Masonic devotion, It is this: 
‘Presented to tbe Masonic fraternity of 
Troy. N. Y., by Jesse B. Anthony, P. 
M. of King Solomon's Primitive Lodge, 
No. 91? This altar із one of the most) 
magnificent specimeas of workmanship. 
thatthe eye ever rested upon. The 
base and corners are formed of hlack 
walnut witb gilt earving, and the sides 
and ends are of white marble. Tbe 
stool is covered with a гей plush cush- 
ion, and tbe top witb the same fabrie 
colored blue. Iftbero is anywhere an 
altor more heauiiful than this its exist- 
ence is d secret. In perfect keepiag 
with it are the three candlesticks with 
which it is flanked. They were made 
hy Smith, Hotehkin & Co, and the 
tops of the same are nickle, plated, and 
were presented hy Bro. В. F, Clemin- 
sbaw, who desired to have this fact 
keptin profound quiet, But Masona 
sometimes tell secrets, and somehow 
tbis one bas got into print. The basea 
and lower portion of these candlesticks 
are of black walnut, elegnntly carved 
and ornameoted in gilt, and are sur- 
mounted by silver imitntion candles, 
which are capped with lamps made to. 
resemhle "short sixes.” They bear

A Man Must Support Masonry to ho 
Conuted One nf God's Children, 


Editor of the Cynosure: 

I will give you my experience witb 
the beast spoken of in Revelation, hav- 
ing seven heads nnd ten horns, or more 
particularly with one of the heads of 
that beast, which was wounded and 
afterward recovered from its deadly 
wound, The name ol that beast is 
Freemasonry and it was wounded in 
Morgan's time, but since has been 
healed of ita deadly wound; and the 
other beast that rose up afterward is! 
Odd-ful@vship. 1 have met this beast 
in his power and glory in the Baptist 
church of Barrington, lll. Ithas heen 
asked and demanded of me to glorify 
him in the church, and when 1 refused 
to do it he turns upon me in his power 
and might, and tries to stain my name 
and elisracter, and drive me trom the 
Sabbath-sehool and the church; and is 
assisted by those professing to be the 
followers of the Saviour. 

1 have lived in Barrington for twenty- 
four years, and have formed many 
acquaintances that are dear to me. 
Among these are a large numher of 
young people, with whom at one time 
and another i have associated in the 
Sabbath-scliool and Bible-class. 

For two years past I have temporarily 
resided in the county adjoining, and 
when І returned to Barrington some of 
my old class came to me and wanted 1 
should be their teacher again, I de 
clined doing so, lor at this time the 
Baptist church had preaching for them 
a Mr. L. A. Alfred, generally called 
Dr. Alfred. He is a Mason, high up 
in the degrees of that institution, and 
uses some of the faculties God has| 
given him to sdvance his kingdom, iu 
aiding the power of this beast. 

Icould not go to hear him preach, 
neither could I contribute for his sup- 
port; for I do not helieve that an oath- 
bound, secret organization is well- 
pleasing in the sight of God; snd he 
who professes the religiou of Jesus and 
adheres to such an institution is a dan- 
gerous teacher. If I came in as teach- 
er of a Bible-class religion and Masonry 
would meet, snd there would be s great 
clash. I was urged repeatedly to take 
the class, and finally cousented to do 
so if there was no objection, At this 
time the young and old people were all 
in one class aad Alfred was their teach- 
er They voted to divide the class 
hetween the old and young people, and | 
then voted for teacher of the young 
people. 1 was chosen without a dis- 
seutiuy voice. I took the class aud 
did my best to teach them God's truth. 
Our uumbers increased and quite au 
interest was manifest among them to 
learu the truth. 

But few Sabbaths had passed hefore 
I hesrd that Alired asid I ought not to 
be teacher of the Bible class. 1 let it 
pass and thought I would say uothing| 
about it. It came again and again, so 
І thought 1 would ask him and so have 
it direct. 1 met him one morning on 
the cars going to Chicago, and told him 
what | had heard. 1 asked him if he 
had вній so. He aaid hehad. Tasked 
him why 1 was unfit to be a teacher. 
If there was anything in my conduct 
unbecoming a Christian, or had I taught 
wrong doctrine, or dissension, or spoken 
disrespeetfully of him or others. Не) 
answered, '* No," 

“ What then is it that disqualifies me 
for 4 teacher?" 

He answered that 1 would not соте 
to hear him preach, or contribute for 
the support of the Gospel. I said to 
him, * Then you object to me, not be- 
cause I am guilty of unchristian con- 
duct, or of teaching false dactrine or 
dissension, hut simply because I do not 
come to hear you preach, and con- 
tribute to your support; or, in other 
words, I do not approve of your Ma. 
sonic principles." 

He answered, “ Yes," 

Ithen asked him how the chureh 
felt about it, He said it was the gene- 
ral wish of the church that 1 should 
relinquish my claims of the Bible-class. 
I said to him, '* Very well, sir, I will 

do it. " 
The next Sabbath I tendered my 

resignatiou of the class, and stated. the 
conversation I had on the curs with 

Alfred as the reason for resigning. 

‘Then I told the church members pres-i 

ent that if 1 was guilty of an olfense! 


disquslied me for teacher of al 
а. 


Bible-class, | was guilty of an offense 
to he dealt with by the church. I 
asked them to appoint a time then or at 
some future time and clear me of guilt 
or condemn me. No steps were taken 
toward a hearing. 

Time passed on until {һе next cove- 
nant-meeting day; but hefore the day 
of the meeting they had sent out. their 
spies and ascertaiaed all they could of 
my course of action, Then they ar- 
ranged and consummated all their plans, 
even consulting with thase outside the 
church, thase who helieve in no future 
puaishmeut, hut are bright Masons. 
I met with them at the appointed hour, 
and when the meeting was over and busi- 
ness matters came up, they arranged 
their list of names for the report to the 
coming, xssociation in June. Names 
were dropped from the list without any 
yote, or amy questions asked; others 
were added in the same way. One 
man «ad wife who have uot attended 
church or paid the preacher anything 
in eight years, were retained; hut that 
man is а Mason, І am told. 

When I removed into the adjoining 
county I asked for a letter, to unite 
with the Duadee chureh. Ahout the 
time I received it the difticulty arose 
in the Dundee church with Elder Bar- 
low about Masonry; and the beast 
ruled that church so completely I 
could not make that my home. So 
retained the letter from the Barrington 
church, and, aecording to the rule of, 
the Baptist church, lama member of 
this church until I unite with some other 
and they receive a notice to that effect, 
From the day of my resignation of the 
Bible-class, until the covensnt-meeting 
day, Alfred and one of the deacous and 
а sister or two labored faithfully to get 
general sympathy with them. They 
were the ones who objected to my 
being teacher of the Bible-class, and 
not the church in genera. Those who 
were not wholly uader the control of 
the heast, but lad not stamina enough 
to stand up and face him, remained at 
home. Those whom he controlled 
were there, seventeen in all. Under- 
standing their programme well 1 con- 
cluded not to present the letter; so I 
arose and said, inasmucli as they were 
revising the list of names, 1 would like 
to know where I stood. Some said I 
was a member of the church, others 
said I was not, and I would like to 
know the facts. Alfred said, © Have 
you your letter!" 

1 answered, © I have." 

He said, '' Hand it to the clerk." 

I replied, *' That does not matter." 

He arose and said, “AN those that 
think George Robinson is a memher in 
good and regular standing in this 
church, rise up." None arose. “All 
those that think he is not a member in 
good and regular staadifé rise up." 
All arose. Immediately without one 
sitting down, he said, ** We will close 
by singing ' Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow ;'"' aud at once pronounced 
the benediction. — 1 arose and said I had 
a little more 1 wanted to say, hut they 
passed out of the house as quickly as 
possible, except two or three, 

These are facts. But 1 understand 
Alfred has given a different version of our 
conversation on the cars, which chauges 
the face of it, These are facts. and 1 
can meet them at the judgment seat of 
Christ as facts, and I send them afloat 
upon the world as such. 

Now let the reader look at the point 
in thia matter. I have violated no 
law. 1 have not stained my Chris- 
Чап character. I have not opposed 
religion. But I have refused, in obe- 
dience to my conscience, to support 
Masonry in the pulpit and God's house. 
For this and this alone 1 am driven 
from the Bible-class and trom the 
church, aud branded as an unworthy 
brother on their church records, snd 
this too, with three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of this church professedly opposed. 
to secret societies. Here is priesteraft, 
popery, the world and Masoury ruling 
the Church of Christ. 

"To show the public how some of the 
members of the Baptist church will, 
change their coats to suit the times, 
and how unstuhle they are, 1 will men- 
Чоп an instance or two. Willard 
Stephens, an old church member, has 
said he would not give one dollar for 
the support of a minister who was a 
Muson. And a few days since һе told 
me that 1 was fighting against Jesus 
Ohrist when 1 opposed Masoury. W. 
Hickox, H, N. Crahtree, A. Leonard 
and others have said they would not 
support & minister who was a Mason. 
But all of these, without u single excep- 
tion, have swallowed their words, 
choked down their consciences, and are 
gliding slong, calling evil good, and 
denouncing in bitter terms one who 
stands up for the principles they have 
maintained and know in their hearts to 
be right. 1 attack Masonry only in 
those who profess the religion of Jesus. 
How many  ministera we see in 
these days making friendship with the 


world, and mixing religion with the’ 


world aad drawing whole churches 
with them, even agaiust their better 
judgment. Surely the devil never 
found а hetter bait to catch the souls of 
men and women, than a minister who 
isa friend of the world.and a teacher of 
righteousness. 

Christian reader, | will point out 
God's word on secret organizations. 
Look at it carefully and prayerfully, 
and if you caunot in these seriptures 
hear Gods voice saying: Beware о 
these worldly institutions, tben you 
are at liberty to esl] me a base wretch, 
snd brand my name on your church 
record as an unworthy brother But 
if you see it as it will appear at the 
judgment seat, obey conscience and let 
not the howling of the wicked one 
drown that voice speaktag to thy 
heart Masonry pretends to change a|

He 
was always very violent against sccading 
Masons, and denied positively any con- 
cern in the conspiracy, aod expected to 
get clear, as no testimony of any conse- 
quence was against him hut Oiddins’, 
and he lived in hopes thet he could 
succeed in having him rejected again; 
hut when Bruce testified on the trial of 
Whitney his hopes of getting clear 
must hnve heen utterly lost; and ac- 
cordingly when ho learffed the purport 
of Bruce's testimony heindireetly called 
him a perjurer, and was soon after 
taken in a fit of apoplexy (аз is said) 
und died оп the 28th ult. shout 11 
o'clock, in the villaga of Youngstown, 
and at the tavern house of О. Wells. 
He was buried the next day witb mi 
tary honors, at the Fort graveyard, 
close hy the gate of which he and Bruce 
and Hague took Morgan from the car- 
riage, bound and hoodwinked, and from 
which they led him to the bont, on the 
morning of the 14th of Sept, 1826, 
He has left a wife and eleven children 
in indiyent circumstancas. He was for- 
merly from Boston. A few days after 
Morgan's destruction, be showed a 
letter from Mr. Oibbens* of Boston. 
The letter stated that he (Mr. Oibbens) 
was a delegate from Massachusetts to 
the General Grand Chapter of the U. 
$. in session in New York city, in 
August and Sept., 1820. The letter 
went on to state with what dignity 
Clinton presided, and said something 
about the Morgan affair, which is not 
distinctly recollected, nnd ended with 
a request for King to write him partic- 
ulars. King then took occasion to 
observe that the affair was known to 
that body. » 

E. McBride and another were the 
two who came down to the boat from 
the town. MeBride was a member of 
Parliament, and a Aigh, bright and 
warm Mason. 


Hague, member of the Lockport 
Chapter, was the one who stopped witb 
Oiddins in the boat, and who used 
Morgan so cruelly, by threatening to 
kill him, ete. The pistol belonged to 
Bruce. Hague was indicted at the same 
time with Turner and others; hs was 
takensick and it is said that the Masons 
were suspicious of his making disclos- 
ures; be this as it may he was hurried to 
New York, under pretense of being 
doctored, when he was unfit to go, and 
there died. Не was the one that Mor- 
gan called dootor, and the first express 
thst came down from Lewiston on the 
fourteenth to still Morgan, and who 
ssid: “ Morgan would make no more 
noise after he saw him,” etc. 

Оеп. Р. Whitney, N. Beach, Samuel 
Chubbuck, I. 1. Bastow, T. Shaw, 
King and Oiddins, were the seven. who 
held the consultation on ths plain. 
The first three and King were bent on 
Morgan's destruction. They went into 
the Magazine twice that night; held 
long couversations with Morgan; yet 
the first three have sworn in open court, 
and the first five have sworn before a 
grand jury that they know: notbing 
about the nffuir, agreeably to what they 
tried toinduce Giddinsto dol Whitney 
is а Maj. Oen. of militia, and then kept 
a tavern at the Falls; he is High Priest 
of the Lewiston Chapter, has been a 
long time a Mason, and wasa respectable 
man. Bench and Chubbuck live in 
Lewiston and belong to that Chapter. 
Shaw isa master of the lodge in Lew- 
iston, Bnstow is n postmaster at Black 
Rock; be was atthat time a professor 
of religion, and n man. very much re- 
spected by everybody. He was Master 
of that lodge, and I believe, had an 
office in the Chapter. He is the per- 
son alluded to who said when ealled on 
by King to come along, " Gentlemen, if 
you insist, Z must go with you,” ete, 
Giddins was the othcr that made a 
similar observation. Thus you sce that 
religion does not prevent a Mason from 
perjuring himself to save his Masonry. 

King and Wm. Miller were the two 
who went into the Magazine on the 
16th. King promised Morgan a Bible 
and to see his wife and ohildren. 

King, Adams nnd Miller were the 
three who met near the house of Oid 
dina on Ше eveniog of the 15th. King 
got in a rage. Miller could prove from 
Scripture that it was right to exeeute 
Morgan. Miller lives near Lewiston,

Everyhody knows what the Сага 
Giant is, Itis an imposition. 16 is 
the statue of a man some ten or twelve 
feet in length, lying in a position of 
death, and is ingeniously devised in ev- 


ery way as to mislead and deceive. It 
was manufactured at a great tlistance 
from where it was dug up. It was 
got up in the West; somewhere in Il- 
inois, we helieve; transported secretly 
to the East, to the town of Cardif in 


New York Stote, there huried some feet . 


helow the ground, and in due time was 
discovered by men while digging, acci- 
dentally, of course, and hrought forth 
to the wondering gaze of the astonished 
world. Learned professors visited it, 
and were puzzled; some were convinced 
that "there were,” indsed, "giants in 
those days" The Bihle seemed to he 
confirmed hy it in some repects; hut all 
human ideas of mere profane history 
were utterly scattered hy it into the 
wildest conjecture.

The Roliglons Assumptions of the Lodge. 


In the Restitution, the organ of the 
Brethren of the Ahrahamic Faitb in 
this city, we find an article of more than 
usual interest hearing on this subject, 
from which we extract: 

The origin, claims, and true charac- 
ter of Freemasonry are well set forth 
hy Mackay. in his “Manual of the 
Lodge,” page 87. The theory is that, 
at first, operative masonry existed sim- 
ply as an art of budding. Then the 
operative masons, with the assistance of 
learned and pious men, invented the 
speculative science, or Freemasonry. 
Not, however, that there ever was a 
time when every operative mason, with. 
out exception, was acquainted with, or 
initiated into the speculative science. 
Even now, there ars thousands of skill- 
ful stone-masons who know nothing of 
the symbolio meaaing nf the imple- 
menis they employ, But operative 
masonry was, at first, and is, even now, 
the akeleton upon which wasstrung the 
nerves and muscles of the living system 
of Fres or speculative Masonry. 

Speculative Masonry, now known as 
Freemasonry, is therefore, the scientific 
application, and the religious consecra- 
tion of the rules and principles, the 
technical language, and the implements 
and materials of operative masonry to 
the worship of бой, as the Grand 
Architect of the universe, and to the 
purification of the heart, und the incul- 
cation of the dogmas of a religious 
philosophy, and as the original union of 
the operative aud speculative hranches 
of the system is traditionally supposed. 
to have taken place at the budding of 
the Teinple of Jerusalem, hy King Sol- 
omon, more attention is paid in the 
symbolism to that edifice than to any 
other.” 

The claim of Masonry to be a reliy- 
ionis here clearly adyunced, and is 
frequently put forth by our autbor who 
is endorsed by all Masons in the United 
States, and whom we may therefore 
regard as speaking hy authority, Ho 
says aguin, page 40, "As Masons, we 


ure teught never to commence any 
great or important undertaking without 
first invoking the protection and bless- 
ing of Deity, and this is because Ma- 
aonry is a religious institution, and w8 
thereby show our dependonce on, and 
our trust in God.” 


But does Masonry claim to he tho 
Christian religion! Does it claim to 
he any form of tbat religion Individ- 
ual Masons bave frequently affirmed 
tbat uo person could be a Mason wbo 
was not a Christian; but the system it- 
self does not claim to be any form of 
Christianity. Gur author says, page 
210, "But though, in oncient times, 
Masona were charged, in every coun- 
try, to be of the religion ot that coun- 
try or nation, whatever it was, itis now 
thought more expedient only to oblige 
them to that religion in whicb all men 
agree, leaving their particular opinions 
to themselves; tbat is, to be good men 
and true, or men of honor and hones- 
ty, by whatever denominations or per- 
suasions (bey may be distinguished.” 
Again, page 40, "А beliefin God con- 
stitntes the sole creed of a Mason, with 
the inevitable deduction, from the pu-| 
rity and holiness of such a being, that 
sin will be puuished and virtue re- 
warded."

NEW YORK. 


Heport of the Conventiou of Niagara 
County, at Lockport, №. Y. 


In response to a cull of many of the 
vitizens of Niagara county, N. Y., op- 
posed to secret societies. a Convention 
was beld in the eity of Loekport, April

Every one has a thorn sticking him. 
The housekeeper finds it ia unfaithful 
domestics; or an inmate who keeps 
things disordered; or a house too smsll 
for convenience, ог too large to keep 
cleanly. The professional man finds it 
in perpetual interruptions or calls for 
"more copy.” Ths Sahbath-schcol 
tescher finds itin inattentive scholars, or | 
neighboring teschers that talk loud, 
and make a great noise in giving a lit- 
tle instruction. 

Опе man has a rheumatic joint, 
which. when the wind is North-esst,| 
lifts tbe storm sigsal. Another a husi-| 
hess partner who takes full half the 
profits, hut does not help earn them, 
These trials are the more nettlesome 
because like Paul's thorn they are not 
to be mentioned, Men get sympathy 
for broken bones, and mashed feet, but 
not forthe end of sharp thorns that 
have heen broken off in the fingers, 

Let us start out with the idea that 
we must have annoyances, It seems to} 
take a certain number of them to keep 
us humble, wakeful and prayerful. To} 
Paul the thorn was as disciplinary as 
the shipwreck. If itis not one thing] 
itis nnother. If the stove does not 
smoke the boilermust leak. If the pen 
isgood the ink must be poor. It the 
editorial column be able there must be 
a typngraphieal blunder, If the thorn 
does not pierce the knee it must take 
you in the hack. Life musthavesbarp 
things init. We cannot make up our 
robe of Christian character without 
pins and. needles. 

We want what Paul got, grace to 
hear these things, Without it we he- 
come cross, censorious and irascihle. 
We get ia the hahit of sticking our 
thorns into other people's fingers. But 
God helping us, we place these annoy- 
ances in tbe category of the ‘all things 
that work together for good." We see 
how much shorter these thorns are 
than the spikes that struck through the 
palms of Christ's landa, snd remember- 
ing that he had on his head a whole 
crown of thorns, we take to ourselves 
the consolation that if we suffer with 
him on earth we shall be glorified with | 
bim in heaven. 

But how could Paul positively rejoice 
in these infirmities? 1 answer that the 
school of Chriat has three clasaes ofl 
scholars. Inthe first class we learn 
how to he atuck with thorns without 
losing our patience. In the aecond 
clase we learn how to make the sting 
positively advantageous. In the third

Sır: The undersigned, the commit- 
tee appointedin pursuance of the аһоуе 
resolutions, recollecting you as a dis 
tinguished memher of а sagacious and 
discriminating profession; having rea- 
воп to remember you with respect and 
gratitude as Mayor of this city, and as 
their Legislative Representative at Al- 
bany and at Washington; and reposing

But I know 
nothing of Masonry to render it so horri- 
ble, asit would bein my estimation, if it 
obliged me to be silest when I thought 
itsinfluences were pernicious. It would 
be detestable if it did not leave me ut 
liberty to warn others from following 
my example in hecoming memhers of 
aa institntion, of which from its very 
nature I must have becn ignorant until 
I was initiated, and of which a just esti- 
maie can only he formed from experi- 
ence. J shall disclose none of ths se- 
crets of Masonry (ifit now has any ве- 
crets) nor shall I say anything inconsist- 
ent with whatis due to the eminent 
living, or illustriousdend, whose names 
are recorded as memhers of the frater- 
nity. I have had a just pride in heing 
associated with many ofthess, and now 
feel that I make asacrifics in pursuing 
a course which may separate ma from 
men, for whose pure motives and 
righteous principles, I shall never cease 
to entertain the most profound respect. 


OIBCUSSIONS OF ITZ PRINCIPLES ALLOWEU 
DY MASONDY, 


Discussions and cxpositions of the 
principles of Masonry, of its origin, its 
religion, its morals and itsacience, have 
not been considered аз hetraying any 
obligation, hut on the contrary have 
heen sanctioned hy the higheat Masonio 
authority.

ANVISES HI8 SON NOT TO JOIN THE MA- 
SONS. 

I desirs that it should be understood 
that the sentiments I now entertain on 
thissuhject, do not result from the al- 
leged murder of Morgan. It-is true 
this horrible event has induced me to 
think more and more seriously, than I 
should otherwise have done, of thesoci- 
ety; but I have long entertained my 
present opinion, that a man who would 
eschew all evil, should not be а’ Free- 
mason, Perhaps I cannot give a 
stronger evidence that this is not an 
opinion recently formed than to men- 
tion thst my son, by my advice, has 
never joined the fraternity. 

MASONRY INCITED WEAK MEN TO MORDER 
MOROAN. 

I cannot mention the deplorable 
event to which Ihave referred, without 
exeulpating, so far as anything I ean 
say will doit, the Masonio fraternity 
from any participation in thst outrage. 

Fora long time Idid not helieve 
that Morgan had heen put to death. 
But I find myself obliged to yield to 
the force of evidence, I yet entertain 
the most entire confidence that the fra- 
ternity did not participate in the crime, 
On the contrary, Ido not doubt but 
that all the guilt of that transaction, is 


confined to thase infatuated men who 
assailed and slew him, The rest of the 
craft I am entirely convinced, sre as in- 
nocent of the hlood of Morgan as I am. 
1 fully helieve that they hold the per- 
petrators ia just  ahhorrence; they 
would rejoice if the guilty were discov- 
ered, and would aid in bringing tbe 
murderers to condign punishment. 

I do not believe that those who com- 
mitted this crime had any intention to 
take this man's lite, when they first as- 

|sailed him. Under the influence of an 
enthusiasm which the forms and mys- 
| teriesof Masonry are so likely to excite 
in weak minds, they thought it would 
he meritorious to inflict some punish- 
| ment for what they considered his de- 
linquency. Butthey proceeded from 
step to step, until they found they had 
involved themselves in. a responsihility 
that would be ruinous if Morgan should 
be left to call them toaccount A 


| frantic iaterpretation of their Masonic 
obligations, and these fears, assisted. 
prohably, hy corporal stimulants, led 
them to stain their hands with the 
blood of their victim. 

Tf these conjectures he well founded, 
however little they will extenuate the 
crime of the murderers, the proof of 
such facts would exonerats the great 
hoy of the craft from any participation 
inthe guilt. But an institution, the 
forms, or obligations, or mysteries of 
which can be so perverted, or so misun- 
deratood, even by the weakest minds, 
as to inducs.a helief that it may be 
meritorious to murder an apostate 
brother, no good man, on due consider- 
stion and reflection, can think deserving 


MASONRY CLANNISH, UNFIT FOR AMERIOA, 
If Masonry separates the members of 
the craft from their follow-citizens, if 
Masons are led to helieve that their du- 
ty towards each other is different from 
what it is to the memhers of the com- 
munity not aonneeted with them; if a 
Mason is hound to shield snother from 
the gencral operations of the law, ог if! 
he he euhjected to any penalties heyond| 
those denouneed by the legislature; 
nay, if even a feeblé-minded man is 
mada to helieve that by -hecoming a 
Mason, he enlists in an ‘isolated eorps, 
the members of which may claim priv- 
ileges through their hrethren, and 
must perform duties which do not he- 
long to other citizens, it ednnot he a fit 
institution in our country, where no 
msn in the discharge of his duties to 
the community should act from fear, 
favor or affection. 
MASONRY'S SOCIABILITY LEADS TO INTAM- 
PERANOE AND N&OLECT OF HOMA. 

It ia often alleged that Masonry engen- 
ders snd cherishes the social affections, 
by bringing men together with kindly 
feelings toward each other. It is not 
to he douhted hut that a well regulated 
social intercourse has a heneficial influ- 
ence on the disposition and charaeter of 
mankind, But again it must he asked, 
why is the secrecy, the parade, and the 
obligations of Masonry necessary, if, 
their object be so virtuous? із to he 
feared, however, tbat thesa meetings 
have not always a happy influenca. 
Admitting that the utmust decorum 
and propriety are obscrved, while a 
lodge is open, yet the craft seldom sep- 
arate witbout refreshment; and it often 
happens that more is takea than is 
necessary to repair the exhaustion of 
their labors, and too frequently more 
than is consistent with temperance. 

Attendance upon lodges sometimes 
leads to hahits which are inimical to 
the prosperity and happiness of the! 
members and their families. Every 
meeting of a lodge is attended hy visit- 
ors, and as there are generally, even 
ia the country, several lodges within 
the compass of ten or twenty miles op- 
portuaities for these visitations fre- 
quently occur. Often the habit of mak-| 
ing them renders a man, who would 
otherwise have been content with his 
own fireside, impatient at home, and 
desirous to exchange for the excitement 
of a Masonic hanquet, those enjoyments 
of his domestic circle with which he 
would have been perfectly content had 
it not heen for the seductions of the 
craft. 

Did I know of any other advantages 
than these two, charity and the eulti- 


obscurity hecause their occupations did 
not hring them in familinr intercourse 
with man of wealth and power. 

The first three degrees of Masonry 
when traced hack to the sctual labors 
of the craft, may claim some sort of an- 
tiquity; but as to all the numerous 
grades ahove these, (1 think to the num- 
der of fifty} they are of very modem in- 
vention, and are hut the contrivances of 
ambitious or artful mento gratify their 
own vsnity, or to ohtain money from 
the vanity or folly of others. They 
have raked from tha bigotry and chiv- 
alry of the dark ages of the old world, 
the names of certain orders, whieh 
never had any connection with ancient 
masonry, These modern institutions 
are no more branches of the masonic 
system, than they are of the orders, 
whose titles they assume. 

MASONRY DOES NOT TEACH SCIENCE OR 
MORALE: 

The pretense that Masons are pas- 
sessed of any peculiar knowledge, is as 
fallacious as their slaim to а supersatu. 
raland antediluvian origin. Butif they 
possess all that they pretend to have, 
of whnt advantage is it to themselves 
orto mankind? Suppose some cabalis- 
tic words have heen preserved and 
transmitted by masons through ages, 
and that the fahles they recite were 
true histories; how would it henefit 
themselves or their fellow-men? The 
world must he again covered with that 


darkness which excluded all moral and 
scientific light, hefore such knowledge 
сап he ofany use to the possessors. 

But it is pretended that lodges are 
schools of the moral and physical sci- 
ences, and instruction iu-thess із prom- 
ised to those whojoin the fraternity. 1 
have never heard of any attempt to im- 
part aay other moral instruction than 
that which is couveyed by precepts 
like these: that Masons must live with- 
in the compass; walk upright as the 
plumb; must deal on the square; aad 
other such mystical advics. Aa to sci- 
ences the whole scope of instruction 
goes uo further than frequently to re- 
mind the brethren that the sun rises 
in the east and sets in the west, and 
rules the day, and that the moon rules 
the night.

pings, for jewelry, for funerals, for pro- 
cessions, for festivals, and іа tho con-

Let it he ndmitted, however, that the 
institution does relieve the poor snd dis- 
treased to the grentest extent, ars the 
secrets and ceremonies of Masonry ne- 
cesaary for the exercise of any virtue? 
Is it necesssry that any set of men to 
he charitable, should do their deeds hy 
night, in hidden places? That they 
should, by awful ceremonies, establish 
а relationship among themselves, which 
many of them helieve impose duties 
and obligations in reference to cach 
other, different from thoss by which 
they sre hound to the rest of mankind? 
Many of the fmternity feel themselves 
obliged, in whatever situatioa they may 
be placed, to suffer an appeal from a 

brother Mason to havo an influence. 
Offenders have persuaded tliemaelves

The Masonic society hns no more pre- 
tense to a Diviae origin, than the socie- 
ty of stationers, hutehers, bakers, car- 
penters, or any othor trade, These, 
for ages, have had, like opemtive ma- 
aona, their assembles, in which their 
Worshipful Maaters and Wardena have 
esided; hut t| in 


with great profit and suecess. For- 
merly iron and hrass were used, but 
latterly steel, silver and gold have ta- 
ken their places. In the ordinary 
manufacture, thin plates of metal are 
introduced into a die, and then punched 
into shape. In Paris, gold thimhles 
are manufactured to a large extent. 
Thin plates of sheet-iron are cut into 
disca of about two inohes diameter.

It is an 
admirable time for all who believe in 
equal rights as opposed to secret favor- 
itism to instruct the rising nation in 
principles of true freedom. 

DEOLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE, 

“When men attempt to dissolvo a 
system which has influenced and gov- 
erned a part of commnnity, and by its 
pretensions to antiquity, usefulness and. 
virtue, would demand the respect of 
all, it is proper to suhmit to tlie consid- 
eration of a candid and impartial world 
the eanses which impel them to such а 
course. 

We, seceders from the Masonic insti- 
tition, availing ourselves of the natural 
and inalienable rights, and the privileges 
guaranteed to us hy our constitution, 
freely to discuss the principles of our 
governmeut and laws, and to expose 
whatever may endanger the one or im- 
pede the due administration of the 
other, do offer the following reasons for 
endeavoring to abolish the order pf 
Freemasonry and destroy its influcuce 
in our government: 

In all arbitrary governments free 
inquiry has been restricted as fatal to 
the principles upon which they were 
hased.o In all ages of the world tyrants 
have found it necessury to shackle the 
minds of their snljects to enable them 
to control their actions, for experience 
ever tanght that the free wind exerts a 
moral power that resists all uttempts to 
enslave i. However forms of govern- 
ment heretofore have varied, the right 
to act and speak without a controlling 
power has never been permitted, Our 
ancestors, whoimhibed principles of civil 
and religious liberty, led to America to 
escape persecutions; and when Britain 
attempted to eneroach upon the free 
exercise of those principles, our fitbers 
hesitated not to dissolve their oaths of 
allegiance to the mother country, and 
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and precepts of our holy religion, and 
the welfare of society generally. will 
appear from the following considera- 
| tions: 

| It exercises juris tiction over the per- 
sons and lives of citizens of this re- 
| public. 

| Tt arrogates to itself the right of 
| punishing its members for offenses ua- | 
| known to the laws of this or any other 
nation, 

Tt requires the concealment of crime 
and protects the guilty from punish- 
ment. 

lt encourages the commission of 
crime hy affordiug the guilty fuvilities 
of escape. 

It affords opportunities for the cor- 
rupt and designing to form plins 
against the goverament and the lives 
snd characters of individuals. 

It assumes titles snd dignities incom- 
patible with a republican government, 
and enjoins an ohedience to them der- 
ogatory to republican principles. 

It destroys all principles of equality 
hy bestowing its favors on its own 
members to the exclusion of others 
equally meritorious and deserving. 

It creates odious aristocracies by its 
ohligations to support the interests of 
Из members in preference to others of 
equal qualifications. 

lt blasphemes the nume. and at 
tempts the personitication of the great 
Jehovah. 

lt prostitutes the sacred Scriptnres 
io unholy purposes to suhserve its own 
secular and trifling concerns. 

It weakens the sanctions of morality 
and religion by the multiplication of 
profane oaths and immoral frmiliurity 
with religious forms and ceremonies. 

lt discovers in its ceremonies зв dn- 
holy commingling of «vine truth with 
impious human inventions, 

It destroys а veneration for religion 
and religious ordinances hy the profane 
use of religious forms. 

It substitutes the self-righteousness 
and ceremonies of Masonry for vital 
religion and the ordinances of tue 
gospel. 

lt promotes hahits of idleness nud 
intemperance, hy its members neglect- 
ing their husiness to attend its meetings 
and drink its libations. 

It accumulates funds at the expense of 
indigent persons, and to distress their 
families, too often to be dissipated in 
rioting und pleasure, and in its senseless

Adáross of Prosidont Blanchard on the 
Sabbath Preceding. 


Аз no verbatim reports could he ob 
tuned of the uildresses uf Riv J. W. 
Bain, Pref. Slome and C. А Blanch- 
ard, on the second evening ot the An- 
niversary, the following ubstracts, fur 
uished ly the speakers themselves, are 
published, with slight: emendations, 
from the Cleveland Herald.

An Appeal to the Saratoga Baptist ås- 
soclatlon. 


Deak Bazruggs: Those of you who 
were present nt our Inte gathering in 


Amsterdam will remember that I read| 
and moved the adoption of the follow-| 


ing preamble and resolution: 


Whereas, We, as members of Beptist 
churches, believe that the Cbristinn relig- 
ion, as established by Christ und hia аров- 
Чез, is the only religion known among men 
which is or can be biest of God 1o the sav- 
ing of men from eternal death; and thatthe 
Christiau Church, which is the embodl- 
inent and exponent of that religion, is the 
only institution appointed or recognized hy 
Christ for Ihat great purpose; and 

УҮ нЕвЕАЗ, There are among us other in- 
stitutions claiming to be religious, aud able 
to save inca. without Christ and his ntone- 
ment, drawing men into а fatal snare, to 
the drowning of their souls in perdition; 
even seducing Christian ministers and mem- 


hers of our churches to their atliliation and | 


support; and that among these Institutions 
may he classed Freemasonry nnd Odd-fel- 
lowship, especinlly the former ; therefore, 
RESOLVED, That consistency and loyalty 
Vo the Great Head of the Church demund of 
us that we, as churches and individual 
members of churches, make active, judi- 
cious nnd ‘persistent efforts to present our 
pastors und brethren and sisters from join- 
ing in unholy affiliation with these rivals and 
enemies of our Lord nnd hls Church, and 
that we affectionately and earnestly invite 
those of nur brethren who are members of 
these orders to come out from them; aud 
that we do discountenance ull the secret ns- 
sociations of the day, asin their tendency 
fraught with evil, and wholly unneeded by 
any good couse. 


You will also remember that, before 
Icould give my reasone for bringing 
euch n matter before the Association, п 
а motion was made by a pastor (who 
has been in the body but a ebort time 
compared with my service nmong you) 
thnt my resolution lie on the toble in- 
definitely. This motion you permitted 
to corry, and thus I was gagged. and 
freedom of speech was denied amoag п 
people who have it for their hoast tbat 
the world is indebted to them for auch 
measure of this blessing as it now en- 
joys. 

I now desire to hold up for your in- 
spection the nnture nnd some of the in- 
evitable resulta of your action. And, 
first, though not the most importont, 
your action was diecourteous to me. 
For most of tbe time for tbe past. six- 
teen years, I have wrought в work 
among your churcbee which has, ] ver- 
ily believe, tbe divine, as well аз your. 
approval, Ihnve cheerfully borne such 
hurdeas in our common work as you 
were pleased to lay upon me. Twice 1 
have served you in the highest officein 
your gift. For five yenre I labored аз 
cbairmangf your Missionary Commit- 
tee, suggesting and helping to inaugu- 
rate n system of work which has result- 
ed in giving us a self-sustaining ohurch 
in Johnstown, and in materinlly aiding 
other weak interests, aa well as lifting 
from our consciencena debt of $200. 
In all this time, I do not remember 
thet I have ever carried myself dis 
courteouely towerda the body we all 
love, or towards any pastor or memher 
thereof; and yet, notwithetanding all 
this, when I bring before the Associa- 
tion a matter which I helieve to be vi- 
tally affecting the honor of our Lord, 
the prosperity of his churches, and the 
salvatioa of souls, I am refused a hear- 
ing; and that, too, in a manner well 
caloulated to wound any one possessing 
even n small share of Christian sensibil- 
ity. 

But, of more importance thnn the 
fcelings of any man, a vital principle 
was struck, and grievously wounded in 
the house of its professed friends. The 
liberty to bring hefore our body nnd to 
discuss any subject believed to bave au 
importont hearing on our Master's work 
ie one of the dearest privileges Cbris- 


| endorse. 


| Christian religion, as established by 


tian freemen possess То be deprived 
of this at the hehest of в secret and ir- 
res poasible organization, defying discus- 
sion or control, is aa outrage which de- 
mands a rebuke аі the honds of every 
true Bnptist. Every lover of truo Bap- 
tist principles was insulted hy the ac- 
tion of which I complaia. 

But, worse than this insult to me, or 
any body of men, I contend that the 
laying of that preamble nnd resolu- 
tion on the table without a word of 
discussion was nn insult to our Lord 
and Master. 

Give me your attention aad 1 will 
try to make this appear. I am per- 
fectly satisfied that, but for the pres- 
eace and influence of members of the 
orders aimed at in my resolution, it 
would have passed uaanimously. Let 
us sec what it asserts, and what you 
so scornfully refused to discuss end 


First, the preamble asserts that the 


Christ ard his apostles, ie the only 
religion that can save men, This fun- 
damental truth, which we, as Bap. 
tists, helieve and love, you refused su 
endorsement, and practically said, hy 
your action, “We do not hold, and 
will not maintun such a doctrine." 
You did not mean to do any euch 
thing; but you did it, nevertheless. 
An opportunity was given you in 
these perilous times, to confess the 
Saviour, in reasserting a fundamental 
truth connected with his work on 
earth, and you utterly refused to do 
it This has an ugly loos, ond I ver- 
ily helieve the day is not far distant 
when you will regret tbis ill-ndvised 
actiou. Mny God forgive you for thus 
denying his Son! 

Secondly, the preamble says that 
the Christinn Chzrch is the only insti- 
tution recognized or appointed by 
Christ as ssviny. This, too, you proc- 
ticolly denied by laying it on the table 
indefinitely, as though its very asser- 
tion was an insult to the Association. 
Those who really believe that Freema- 
sonry and Gdd fellowship are as eurely 
saving instrumentalities аз ie the 
Cburch, with her pure and Christly 
doctrinee, and they are in large num- 
bers, will hail your action with joy, 
and triumph in the insult offered to 
Christ and to me, his servant Look 
atitas you wil, you eannot relieve 
yourselves of the conviction that you 
have thrown away ап opportunity to 
honor the Master; and not only that, 
hut so surely as iny assertion was true, 
you insulted and grieved the Lord you 
profese to love. 

Again, the preamble eays that there| 
are institutions among us claiming to 
be religious, and saving. without 
Christ and his atonement, hy which 
many souls ore deceived to their ruin, 
and thnt Christian ministers and lay- 
men aro drawn into them, thus help- 
ing tbem to delude and destroy men; 
and that ‘among these institutiona 
шау he classed Freemasonry ond Gdd- 
fellowship, especially the former." 
Thia statement, had you given me the 
opportunity, l etood prepared to prove, 
not hy revelatione made hy seceders, 
but by tbe teachinga of their higheet 
authoritice,—suthorities which will be 
acknowledged hy every intelligent mem- | 
her of theee orders. 

Now, if what 1 thue asserted be true, 
tben it is a most momentous truth, and 
to strongle its utterance is n grievous 
ein ngainst Christ, and a terrible wrong 
to souls who ara heing led into these 
orders blindfold to the endangering of 
their eternal welfnre, 

By laying my motion on tbe table 
indefinitely, you practicolly charge me 
with falsehood without giving me a 
chance to justify myself; nr, if you he- 
lieved my ststement as to these institu- 
tions, you say, hy your action, that, if 
true, it is not a matter of sufficient con- 
sequence to entitle it to a feir discussion 
among ue, Taking either horn of tho 
dilemma, n grievous wrong was done. 
Ata proper time, should уоп give me 
sn opportunity, I pledge myself to 
prove, heyond a cavil or a douht, tho 
trutb of everything asserted in my ра. 
рет. 

Allow me now, and finally, to coll 
your attention to another thing assert- 
ed in my resolution, i. e, tbat consis- 
tency und loyalty to Christ demand 
that we sbould make efforts to prevent) 


our pastors and members from jotaiag 
these orders, Admitting what fasacri- 
ed in my preemble to be true, this is a 
self evident proposition, and oae of no 
trifling importance; and to deny it in 
the summary manner in which it was 
done was a dishonor to Christ and his 
truth. And why was this doae? Be- 
cause Masoas in our hody feared the 
discussion, and were determined that I 
should not have ац opportunity to 
prove my charges agaiast their frater- 
nity., They expected my action, and 
were prepared to gag me as they did, 
hy the active co-operation of some, and 
the equally efficient silence of others. 
Brethren, this has а had look for Bap- 
tists, Will you look at it earefully 
aud prayerfully ї 

"Man proposes, hut God disposes.” 
This subject is ot laid on the table in- 
definitely ; and there ıs no power which 
con keep it there. As sure as there is 
a God who honors truth and honest 
endeavor, 50 surely will this matter find 
a hearing hefore the Saratoga Baptist 
Association, and you, my brethren, 
will yet see that justice is done to truth 
and her Master, as well из to one who 
loves you as he lovce no other body of 
Christinns on earth, I know that many 
of you were not prepared for such sud- 
den action. I feel that many of you 
will regret that you allowed eleven men 
to tie up the whole hody to such a 
wicked transaction. ‘Those eleven men 
knew what they were about They 
acted deliberately in favor of Masnnry, 
which demes our Lord and colle the re- 
ligion held and promulgated by tbe 
churches *'sectarinnism," as compared 
witb the religion of Masonry, Their 
action was n delherate prostrntion of 
Christianity at the feet of tbeir Christ- 
less iastitution. Iasy this not in an- 
ger, but in sorrow; for I bave long 
known nnd loved the men who did this 
wrong. I now helieve that, if they 
could bave seen the fer-reaching effects. 
of their action, they would never have 
refused me the privilege of proving, or 
at least trying to prove the truth of| 
what I hove asserted. 

In concluding these remarks, I np- 


peal to my brethren to examine this 
subject, во as hereafter to he able to, 
act understandingly when nextit comea 
hefore you, as come it will. Many of 
you are ignorant .on this subject, and 
hitherto, beeauee your attention had 
not been called to the matter; but now 
tbe time has come when God will no! 
longer wink at this ignorance. Light 
is nt hand,and can be obtained, although 
Masonry and its kindred abominations 
has well nigh throttled tbe press of the 
country, ав it has, in a great measure, 
the pulpit, The Christian Cynosure, 
in which thie article appears, isa Chris- 
tian paper, and has for a specialty this 
war against seeretism iu nll its forme. 
It is conducted with profound nobility, 
and by men who feel that they are 
called of God to the work. Besidea 
this paper, there are » number of otb- 
era which have done nnd are etill doing 
good service in tbis chuse. There is 
also a growing literature in this direc- 
tion, with which every Christian ahould 
he nequninted; so that hereafter igno- 
rance on {Ье subjeot must be a willing, 
if not a willful one. 

Finaly, for the preeent, brethren, 
farewell. To tbe faithful nnd fearlesa 
few who voted ngainst the wrong en- 
acted, I present my heartfelt thanks, 
and would sny, be of good oheer, breth- 
renl If we fall for, and in company 
with truth, we nre certainly honored. 
liiebetter to bein the дере with ber, 
than on the beights with error; for, 
“Truth crushed to earth shall rise! 
again.” Let us truet in God and go 
forward.

Report of Committee on the State of 
the Church. 


BESRET BOCIETIZA, 


The committee report that the papera 
referred to them on the ahove subject 
have heen duly considered, as the num- 
her and character of the petitions de- 
mand, 

The opposition of our brethren to 
secret societies in general, nnd to Free- 
masoury in particulor, is sufficiently 
pronounced, hut yet not violent, nor 
are extreme measures proposed. Gur 
response shonld һе hoth frank and 
courteous. 

Though greatly desirous, as far as 
seems to us right and proper, to meet 
the wishes of а large and worthy 
dass in оит communion who stren 
uously oppose all secret societies, and 
believing that they are deeply con- 
scientious in the antagonism they offer, 
we still donot feel at liberty to denounce 
an order or soctety of which most of us 
know во little, Nevertheless, conced- 
ing, as we cheerfully do, the right of 
our members and ministry to attach 
themselves to any society of their 
fellow-citizens that fs not irreligious or 
immoral in tendency, and whose de- 
mands in no way interfere with their 
religious duties, we herewitb give our 
ndvice, and most eernestly recommend 
all who may be concerned to consider 
well the propriety of entering or re- 
maining in any society, tbeir duiies to 
which may conflict with their strictly 
religious obligations. 

If any, as is alleged by some of the 
petitioners, practically substitute Ma 
sonry for religion, and forsake God'e 
ordinances to attend the lodge room, 
tbey aot very unwisely, and, if membera 
of the church, quite unworthily. 

In the judgment of this Conference

Кгаррїп great iron works at Essen, 
Germeny, cover nearly eight square 
miles, аш] one nnd a half miles are un- 
der cover, They furnish employment 
for 10,000 men, who do their work un- 
der a discipline ns strict aa that of the " 
military service. Castings wéighing 
forty tons have heen made several times 
in these works, and ten and twelve-ton 
blocks are every-day sights. There are 
forty-nine hemmers in the works, of 
which four or five are twenty-five tone, 
three or four fifteen tons, and а large 
number five nnd ten tons. The 
est of all the hammers is n wonder, and 
cost $500,000. lta foundations are 
one hundred feet deep, consisting of 
three tiers; the first constructed of sol- 
id masonry, the second of the heaviest 
and stoutest osks to be found in all 
Germany, and tbe third of cylindrical 
segments of cast iron, upon which tho 
anvil block res.

Four nteam cranes serve it, aud these 
are each tested to benr two hundred 
tons, and are intended to henr furty-ton 
ingots, whicb are the Inrgest cast.

My Theological Professorimmediately 
sent for me to his house, as he told me, 
to get me to “use my influence to save} 
any indiscreet young man from ruin-| 
ing himself by lecturing agatust slavery.”

To those who make Greece and 
Rome the etandard of taste, the artis- 
tic creations of the Chinese and 
Japanese must necessarily appear 
very harbarous,  Japnnese art es- 
pecially. as it is furthest removed 
from Europe geograpbically, so its 
creations of fancy are nt tbe widest 
extreme frum our western motels of 
beauty. In copying nnture, Greece 
and Rome excel. Their statuary is 
unequalled simply because it is true 
to nature. Hercules and — Apullo. 
Venus and Juno, are hut the repro- 
duction in marble of the several types 
of strenytb aod beauty that ore [оцой 
in But Japanese 
forms aro moulded from an entirely 
dif-rent pattern, Laying aside the 
Buddhist statues and pictures, which 
are о! а more recent origin, we find 
scarcely anywhere an exact copying of 
mature. Itie as if a thousand minds 
had been employed to create a world, 
and they had filled it with all manner 
of wierd and strange beings. In this 
reepect the creations of tbe Japanese 
imagination are allied to the imps and 
goblins of nortbern mythology, ond 
not improbuhly have the same origin, 
dating hick to a period quite heyond 
that of Oreek and Кошип history. 

The workmanship ef the Japanese 
is euperior to that of tbe Chinese, 
The creations of geniue nre holder, 
more grotesque, nnd o! greater variety. 
Some of the vasee for sale at the 
Japanese etores in this city, of ex- 
quisto design, are offered at $400 a 
pair, Others range from fifty to a 


actual existence, 


larly bigh prices, Tbe toys snd puz- 
zles oí every description, ivory, bronze 
and porcelain ornnments nnd utensils, 
boxes of wood, pnper and straw, make 
up a display of artistic skill, scarcely 
equalled except in our large jewelry 
and statuory stores. 

The temples snd public buildings 
of tbe Japanese are of the same gene- 
ral style with the Burmese, Siamese 
nnd Chinese. The chief object of 
worship in tbe Shinto temples is a 
metallic mirror, typical ol tbe eun, the 
emblem of Oeity. бое of these, sent 
over by Mr. Ooble,isa beautifulspecimen 
of art. heir heroes nnd demigods are 
very numerous, and ore kept as house- 
hold gods by the mikado ond other 
members of the celestial family, These 
images are of wood, bronze, stone and 
clay. Specimens of all these. bave 
heen gent by Mr. Ooble. Sboki, the 
devil killer, is a hig brawny war god, 
with broad-sword in hand, resembling

Fukorokojin, the god 
of wealth, ів a finely enrved figure nf 
exquisite workmanahip, with a tortoise 
on bis sboulders and п head towering 
up in most extraordinary proportions, 
indicating tbat the Japanese place 
tbeir organ of acquisitiveness where 
ws locate veneration, ‘Tositoku is the 
god of learning ond talents, with an 
exceedingly expnnsive forehend. Poets 
and philosophers are honored by baving 
tbeir images preasrved in wood and 
bronze. Even a badger, whicb by 
living with a priest attained divinity, 
is honored with n clay image, intended, 
we suppose, as n lesson to mankind of 
what religion can do for the lowest 
grade of beings. The favorite emblem 
of the mikado is the old winged dragon, 
slmost irresistihly suggesting that ti.eir 
chief object of worsbip is the devil 
bimself. One of these emblems ssnt 
by Mr. Ooble is of extremely delicate 
workmansbip; it is mounted on a pole, 
like ths brazen serpent of Moses, sur- 
rounded hy flames and inclosed in an 
oriental triptych, Whether this strange 
image has a connection, traditionally, 
with the fiery flying serpent of the Old 
Testoment, would he ап intercating 
inquiry. 

The Jnpanese puintings do not, of 
course, compnre with those of our ar- 
tiste. Tbe gaudiness of the coloring 
and the angularity of their ornamenta- 
tion so strikingly resemble the Mexiean 
and Central American paintings of tbe 
pre-Columbian period as to make us 
think they sprang from the same source, 
We have before us several novelettes 
illustrated all the way througb with 
these gaudy and distorted figures, 
many of which for the drollness and 
originality of tbeir caricatures would he 
могу of Punch. Zenmu, ths found- 
er of the Japanese dynasty in 666 B. 
©., 2532 years ago, is represented as n 
warrior, clad in heavy mail, with deer 
horns nnd peacock feathers upon his 
head, a fan in his hand, ond wearing a 
gaudy dress. Amongst the varieties 
of being with which Japanese artista 
have peopled the world are men with 
one eye and that in the middle of the 
forehead, others with three eyes; some 
with lion heads upon human bodies, 
others witb hirde’ heads; men witb 
three fingers, others with the heads of 
frogs, and scales upon theirlegs termin- 


hundred and fifty each, Bronze ves- 
sels for religious purposes nre of simi- 


ating in claws, hairy giants, some with 
horns, others with claws or hoofs like 
boraes. A pageina Japanese hook lying 
before us is filled with a raca of people 
whose heads are round like the moon, 
laid upon their bodies horizontally. 

Several plates represeuting the po- 
sition of tbe limbs and musclea of the 
human frame in the various occupa- 
tions of life are more perfect than the 
plates of апу modern nuatomical work 
we bave seen, Two pugen are occu- 
pied with wrestlers, ın almoet every 
conceivable attitude, every limb in its 
proper place, and every muscle properly 
developed, Surely a people like this 
must have native talent which, with a 
somewhat broader cultivation, will on- 
able them to rival the most civilized 
races. So long to us unknown, cut off 
by an isolation more profound than any 
otber portion of the glohe, they nre 
now at our doors, ealling upon us for 
tearning and light. The mikado has 
sent the flower of his court, to observe 
und learn our discoveries and progress 
in science and art, determined not to 
be belund us in the roce of improve- 
ment. 

What is our duty to Jnpan! Now 
is the golden time to thrust in the gos- 
ре] sickle and reap. Means must be 
devised for keeping up that most im- 
portant of all the mission ficlds now 
hefore the Christian world. The 
foundations of empire are being laid.

George Wolf, в Democrat and promi- 
nent Frevinason, was Governor of Penn- 
sylvania from 1820 to 1835. In 1831, 
he appointed John Bredio, & Royal 
Arch Mason, of Butler county, Presi- 
ding Judge over the courta of Beaver, 
Butler and Mercer counties, and in pre- 
ference to Jamee Allison, of Beaver 
county, father of John Allison, who 
signs the United States treasury notes 
since 1868. Mr. Allison was generally 
petitioned for by the har and people; 
tbe oldcat and hest qualified attorney 
in the circuit, and of unexcepuonsble 
moral eharacter: not so the appointee, 
whose name had not been heasd of as 
a candidate in Beaver county until his 
appointment was announced. Ile was 
finally summoned (on 3u minutes no- 
tice) to appear "in the Grand Lodge 
shove,” while in office, Joseph Ritner 
(of Gernmn descent), of Washington 
county, Pennsylvania, & Whig and an 
avowed Anti-mason, against Gaorge 
Wolf, on the first canvass, received 
ahout 50,000 votes. In 1835, George 
Wolf was a candidate for re-election

There is 
many an bonest- hearted Christian who 
cannot discern the difference, and now 
1 fear lest while we attempt to root 
them out we root up some of the 
wheat also. Our Saviour says, "Let 
hoth grow topether until the harvest,” 
But who is to do the gathering isa 
question of great moment to us now. 
In the parable our Saviour says his ser- 
vants are not to doit, but certain mes- 
sengers denominated "Angels" are to 
do this gathering. 1 pray God that the 
time may speedily come when this 
gathering will be completed and the 
last hundle honnd and God's sanctunry 
cleansed !

EXPERIENCE MEETING, 


Masonle Charity. 


I heve the following facls Irom the 
mother of the widow of the deceased, 
and believe the etatements are perfectly 
reliable, and illustrate the practice of 
Masonry where it costs more than the 
apparent profits to carry it out. 

Died at Hamlet, Indiana, September 
164, 1869, Frederick Smith, a Free- 
mason, who enlisted in the 14th Wis- 
consin regiment while a Licuteuant in 
the 8th Louisiana, was wounded in the 
shoulder, and nearly lost the use of his 
Tight arm. Не was an energetic and 
efficient man, member of the Baptist 
church, and a mueon by trade, nnd. did 
the mason work on the Masome Па at 


Knox, and was и member of that 0 


when he died. 

During his sickness. no Member of 
the lodge cume neur to offer any nasist- 
ance, and when sent for ufer his death 
to assist in his burial, declined nuts! 
told that they must, as there were but 
few neighlibrs near, They got a very 
cheap coffin, such п one as the friends 
said they ‘‘ehould he asbamed to have 
a hog buried in"—hooted, laughed, 
whipped their horses, joked on their 
way to the grave most disgracefully, 
and then sent in a bill for all the ex- 
penees to he paid by the widow, who 
had six children, and not property 
enough to pay the debts of the estate 
by over eight hundred dollars! t also 
appeared that the lodge was owing him 
over eighty dollars for mason work, 
which has never heen paid, and there is 
no way to account for the $1,400 Mr. 
В, took there three years before, except 
that the lodge absorbed a large purt 
of it. 

А few years after this, Churles К. 
Hill, anothereon-in-law, who had joined 
the Masons in Corning, N. Y., died 
June 19th, 1871, in Moline, Wis., uf- 
tera sickness of shout four months, 
He was a railroad builder. and engaged 
in the construction of the Rockford, 
Rock Islend and St. Louis railroad last, 
a bleoksmith by trade, member ol the 


Baptist Church. aml a Master Muson; 
but had not met with the lodge for six- 
teen years, ех'ер{ by enperial invita. 
tion. although often urxed by an own 
brother, on the plen that he would get 
| many more favors if he would, etc. 
But he knew too much about them al- 
| ready, and told hir mother (in whom 
he had perfect confidence) more or less 
of the Masonic requirements. Among 
other things, he sind, “A Mason із un- 
der obligation t clear a brother Mason 
if he had seen Arm kill his own father." 
But he was a men of influence, and it 
might рту to slow him some atten- 
tion, even after he was dead; and so 
they defrayed the funeral expenses and 
made a present of $15 to the widow, 
although she was left iu good pecunia- 
ry circumstances, ‘TREODORE.

‘I now declare 
thia lodge of Entered Apprentice Mesona duly opened for 
dispatch of business' The Senior Warden declares it to 
tbe Junior Warden, and he tothe Brethron. ‘Come, Breth- 
ren, let ue pray. —' One of the following prayers is-used: 

х Most holy end glorious God! the greatarchitect of the Uni- 
verse; the giver of all good gifts and graces: Tbou bast 
promieed tbat ' Where two or three are gathered together in 
thy name,thou wilt be in the midst of them and bless them.’ 
In thy name we assemble, most humbly beseeching thee 
to bless us in all our undertakings; that we may know and 
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serve thee aright, and that all our actions may tend to thy 
glory and our advancement in knowledge and virtue, And 
we beseech thee, О Lord God, to bless our present assem- 
bling; and to illuminate our minds through the influence of 
the Son of Righteousness, that we may walk in the light of 
thy conutenance; and when the trials of our probationary 
atate are over, be admitted into the temple, not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens, Amen. So mote it be. 

Another prayer, as often used at opening as closing:

The Leneliness of Fanulng Life iu 
Amerlea. 


An American traveler in the Old 
World notices, among the mukitude of 
things that sre new to his eye, the| 
gathering of agricultural populations 
into villagee. He hus been nceustomed 
in hia own country to see them distrib- 
uted upon the farms they cultivate. 
The isolated farm life, so universal 
here, either does not exist at all in the 
grester part of continents] Europe. or 
it exists as a comparatively modern in- 
stitution, The old populations, of all call- 
ings and profeesions, clustered together, 
for self-defense, and huilt walls around 
themselves. Out from these walls, for 
miles around, went the tillers of the 
soil in the morning, and hack into the 
gates they thronged atnight. Cottages 
were olustered around feudal castles, 
and grew into towne; and so Europe 
for many centuries was cultivated | 
mainly by people who lived in villages 
and cities, many of which were walled, | 
and all of whicb posséssed appoint 
menta of defense, The early settlers 
in our own country took the same} 
means to defend themselves from the) 
treacheroue Indian. ‘The towns of Had- 
ly, Hatfield, Northfield, and Oeerfield, 
on the Connecticut River, are notable 
exnmples of this kind of huilding; and 
to thisday they remain villages of agri- 
culturista. That this is tbe way in 
which farmera ought to live we have no 
question, and we wish to say a few 
words about it. 

There is some reason for the general 
disposition of Americen men and wo- 
mento shun agriculture! pursuits wbich 
the ohservers and philosophers have 
heen slow to find. We вее young men 
pushing everywhere into trade, into 
mechanical pursuits, into the learned 
professions, into insignificant clerkships, 
into salaried positions of every sort thnt 
will take them into town and aupport 
and hold them there. We find it im- 
possible to drive poor people from the 
cities with the threat of starvation, or 
to coax them with the promise ої het- 
ter pay end chesper fare. There they 
stay, and starve, andsicken, and sink. 
Young women resort to the shops and 
the factories rather than take service in 
farmers’ houses, where they are re- 
ceived as membors of the family; end 
when they marry they seek an alliance, 
when precticable, with mechanics and 
tredesmen who live in villages and 
lerge towns. The deughters of the 
farmer fly the furm at the first opportu- 
nity, The towns grow lurger ull the 
time, and, in New England at least, 
the farme are hecoming wider and long- 
ger, and the ferming populntion are 
diminished in numhere, and, in some 
localities, degraded in quality and 
character. 

It all comes to this, that isolated 
life has very little eignificence to a во- 
cial heing. The social life of the vil | 
lage and the city has intense fascination | 
to the lonely dwellers on the farm, or to 
agreat multitude of them. Especially is 
this the case with the young. Tho youth 


„| roughly happy there.

We are, therefore, not sorry to see 
farms growing larger, provided those 
who work them will get nearer together ; 
and that is what they ought to do. 
Any farmer who planta himself and his 
family atone, far from possihle neighbors, 
tskes upon himself a terrihle responsi- 
bitty. It is impossible that he and his 
should he well developed and tho- 
He will be for- 
saken in his old age hy the very chil- 
dren for whom he hus made this great 
sacrifice.—Dr. J. G. Holland.

They 
have-done nohly in putting this mon- 
ster upon the defensive and setting lim- 
itstothe power of the great destroyer. 
We rejoice in this triumph. The form 
of opposition to drunkenness and pro- 
moting temperance, however, has en- 
tirely changed. The neighhorhood as- 
sociatlons comprising the moral worth 
of the community, where old and 
young, parents and children, met to- 
getber to receive instruction and take 
counsel to promote the good work, and 
in which the gospel ministry oceupied 
a prominent position, and performed 
much of the lahor, have almost ceased 
to exist; nnd instead we have numer- 
ous secret societiee of various orders, 
composed chiefly of the young, organ- 
ized under the name of Temperance. 
They possess many of the ohjectionahle 
features of the secret societies, against 
which the church has long testihed, 
and prevent us from uniting with them 
in prosecuting a good work. Their in- 
itiation, and high-sounding titles, their 
eentinel nt the door of the lodge, their 
refusal to permit any to enter without 
the pass-word, and their solemn obli- 
gation not to divulge the husiness trans- 
actions, signs, pass-worde, or private 
working, are utterly repugnant to the 
teachings of Ood's word, the freedom 
and manliness of Christian chsracter, 
and to the whole epirit of the religion 
of Christ  Orgunizations of a char- 
after so concealed from puhlio view 
are not necessary to promote a good 
cause and they will utterly fail to pro- 
mote a general reformation. Yet the 
charm of secreoy, the higb-sounding 
titles of their officers, their showy re- 


galia, their increasing numhers and con- 
acious political power, have great attrac- 
tions for the young, and some haptized 
members, erdent friends of temperence, 
whom the ohuroh cannot afford to lose, 
have identified themselves witb these 
orders, and they are giving their time, 
etrength, influence and money to pro- 
mote their prosperity. And sed ex- 
perience proves that in proportion as 
they hecome interested in theso orders 
they lose much of tbeir interestin their 
home, and aympathy with the church 
and her work And, is there nota 
cause! The church does not occupy 
the position which she sliould, nor even 
the position wbich she formerly did, in 
the temperance reformation. Explain 
itas we may, there is a wide-spread in- 
difference to the ravages of drunken- 
ness everywhere around us, The pov- 
erty, misery, crime арӣ death with 
whioh it fills the land, do not arouse 
the great majority of Christians, even 


among us, to eernest prayer end per- 
severing cffort against this giant evil. 
This ару із one aource of tbe power 
of secret societies, and the great means 
by which they prejudice the minda of 


the young againet the church,

But the enormity of the Masonic 
institution had scarcely hegan to ep- 
pear, till evidence of the abduction and 
murder of a fellow mortal forced itself 
upon my conscience as the genuine re 
sult of violated Masonic obligstions. I 
began to realize the nature of those 
bonds, the violation of which hed cost 
a man bis life, filled the neton with 
tumult, and stsined the land with 
blood. 1 found myself bound with the 
same obligations, and Masonically ex- 
posed to the same vengeance im сазе of 
a disclosure of one secret committed. 
When І came to see in print *' Morgan's 
dllustrations of Masonry," at the ex- 
pense of the martyred author's life, and 
in other publications at equal hazard, 
the very words in oaths and penalties 
which I had repented in the dark, on 
my knees, with my hends on the hook 
of Ood, amounting to the most horrid 
imprecations of harharous and unheard 
of vengeance on my own life in case of 
a disclosure of the least sign, token or 
word, by which a Mason might be known, 
while the whole system, thus guarded 
by oaths and penalties und veageence, 
was nn assemhlage of mere comparetive 
worthlessness, calculated under the 
plnusible mask of benevolence snd 
charity, mainly to promote party inter- 
est, secular advaatage, preferment in 
office and honor, and even construed in 


^a manner practicable to screen the 


guilty from the deserved punishment 
of crime. I trembled, and was filled 
with secret borror, aa well аз ahhorrence, 
in view of my dear-hought nnd hazard- 
ous scquirements. 

Thus entangled in the bewitching 
snare, I hegan to compare my own dis- 
tressing experience with thnt of se- 
ceding Masons, The result convinced 
me not only of a similarity of views 
and feelings on the subject, hut also 
added to my conviction that the whole 
system of Masonry belongs to the works 
of darkness; thst its inviting colors ary 
mere false pretensions, hung out to 
allure adherents to a deep laid and 
popular system of iniquity, compounded 
of Judaism, heathemem, infidelity and 
(of late) professed Christianity, under 
the banner of whatever is wonderlul, 
mysterious and popular among man- 
kind; and that its tendency is to sub- 
vert the moral government of Ood by 
alluring mankind to trust in a refuge of | 
lies for security against the wrath to 
come, that they may be the more essily 
kept from alarm in the way to destruc- | 
tion, and eventually he decoyed into 
the abyss of everlesting ruin. Firmly 
established in such a holief the great 
question was, What shall be done?

For awhile expedience seemed to 
dictate e eilent retreat from the ohserv- 
ance of Mesonic rites, leaving the nd- 
herents to the enjoyment of their 
fruitlese inetitution, or to nbandon it 
when convinced of its insignificance, 
But the overpowering dictates of cou- 
science were fnr different, and much 
more humiliating. Agreeahly to her 


The conclusion is hence ohvious thet it 
is my indispensable duty, publicly to 
renounce Freemasonry in toto, and do all 
in my power to counteract the principlea 
of Masoury. lf 1 renounce it | shall 
he branded with infemy, denomineted 
a political partisan, and give offense to 
many valuahle friends who helong to 
the fraternity, end may prohably he 
disposed to adhere to their long cele- 
brated institution, and even shut their 
eyes and eara against every measure 
and source of conviction that tends to 
expose its enormity, 

Such objections have not only resulted 
in much procrastisation, hut greatly 
perplexed my mind in view of the dis- 
ugreeable circumstances to which 1 
might be exposed, in addition to the 
tribulation which is common to tiospel 
ministera in this wicked world. But 
from the fear of all such anticipeted 
emharrassments I have been providen- 
tially delivered. Theidee of being hound 
hy oath to ohserve Masonic rites, to 
perform Masonic obligations, or to 
conceal Masonic principles, ofter a full 
conviction of their evil nature and per- 
nicious tendency, hecame to me as pre- 
posterous ав for a person to conceive 
himself bound forever io continue in 
the service of Satan, because in an evil 
time he had sworn perpetual allegiance 
to his Satanic mnjesty. I was led to 
an unshaken helief that all unlawful 
oaths are not binding, that penalties 
ennexed to enforce them are of the 
same nature of tbe oath, tbat if one is 
unlawful the other is. of course, that 
neither ought to he performed, hut to 
be repented of, and the performaace 
rejected as the only way to avoid tho 
evil. In such cases the sin lies in 
swearing to do that which is unlawful, 
ahd to perform such an ontb, after a 
couviction of its enormity, is only 
adding crime to crime. А conviction 
of the correctness of this doctrine ast; 
stated, | received from a consideration 


hy the oath of perpetuel nllegtance to 
the government of Great Britain. But 
| when oppreasive laws deprived them 
of their netural rights and ewed them 
into menial subjection to the sovereign- 
ty of a despot, who should have been 
their nursing father; who, hut a tory 
of 1778, will ssy they were not justi- 
fied in breaking that oath of allegiance 
by declering this nation free end inde- 
pendent. pledging their livce and prop 
erty, under the providence of Ogd, and 
in the exercise of their defensive pow- 
era, to obtain tbeir freedom or die? 

From the foregoing considerations, 
nnd others of like importance, I was 
fully convinced that unlawful oaths аге, 
not binding, and ouglit not to he per- 
formed, but the sinful act of taking 
them should be repented of before 
God. And even the oath ol allegi- 
ance may he lawfully broken, when the 
sovereign, to support whose person and 
government the oeth is made, requires 
unlawful ohedience, or, in the language 
of Arch Oeacon Paley, ‘ When his 
ill hehavior or imhecility is such as to 
make resistance beneficia] to com- 
munity.” S 

Vor reasons, which musthe ohvious to 
every rational heing who will read the 
revelation of -Masonie obligetions аз 
they are published to the world and 
vouched by incontestihle eutbority to 
be correct, I was fully convinced thet 
Masonic oaths in many points are un- 
lawful; that the penalties to enforce 
them ere unlewful without exception; 
that no person is legally or morally 
bound to perform the one or to execute 
the other; hut that every person in- 
volved in such oatbs and penalties is 
under indispensable obligations to repent 
of the act which thus involved him, 
and that to humble himeell’ hefore God, 
and seek forgiveness, is the only way

Among those who eomo to this conn- 
try dissatisfied with their condition in 
Europe are many who find fault with 
the restraints which our custome snd 
laws put upen them, forgetful that itis 
greatly owing to thene restraints that 
this land is able to hold out to thom 
such an attractive shelter. Especially 
is it true that a prominent secret of its 
success and prosperity is owing to the 
fact that from ita settlement tho land 
has “enjoyed its Sabbaths,” To break 
down the observance of this sacred in- 
stitution, er to weaken the geueral 
respect for the day, is a suicidal at- 
tempt, But that attempt is openly aud 
determinedly made, particularly hy 
emigrants from continental Europe, 
who would substitute for its sacred 
hours the freedom aud jolfity nnd li- 
сепзе that prevail there. 

A persistent attempt has recently 
heen made in Maryland to ropeal the 
Snnduy laws that are in force in that 
State. Soon after the sssemhling "f 
the legislature in January, the oppo- 
nents of those laws hegan to sgitate” 
the question, and to organize moye- 
ments for accomplishing their purpese. 
The leadera and the great majority are 
Oermans Mass-meetings were held, 
resolutions adopted, nnd delegations 
appeinted to preseut them to this legia- 
lature. Their persistency aroused the 
spirit of the Germans who were in 
favor of the American Sshbath, and 
they have remouatrated againet the 
change, ‘The question waa also dies- 
oussed earnestly and manfully hy the 
pastors ef the Christian churches 
throughout the State, and thousands of 
members of the church signed memo- 
rials against the тере.

It became evident that the sgitation 
had hrought out, as nothing else would 
lave done, the sentiment not only of 
the hest citizens, but of the vast ma- 
jority of the people. When the ques- 
tion came before the legislaturo for 
action, the bill that had been intro- 
duced for repealing the Sunday law 
was rejected by the decided vote of 53 
to 18. Wo record the fact with glad- 
ness and gratitude, and trust that the 
example of Maryland will be followeu 
by every other State where attempts 
are made to hreak down the sacred ob- 
servance of the day of rest whieh revela- 
tion and reason alike have proved to he 
essential to the prosperity of а people.

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Platform Adopted by the Committee at 
Chicago, June 28, 1872. 


PREAMBLE. 

Cheerfully acceptiug the ideas and doc- 
trines of the platforms before the publie ns 
in the main sound and American, we ure 
concerned to notice tbat they all alike omit 
and ignore tbe fundamental doctrine of the | 
platform of 1776, on which our Republic 
was built and launcbed— we mean the 
Declaration of American Independence. 
‘The framers of tbat instrument declare that 
"God and Nature” entitle nations to'be 
nations; that men are endowed with liberty 
"by their Creator?’ they appeal "'to the 
Supreme Judge of the world,” and place 
tbeir “firm reliance on the protcetion of 
Divine Providence.” And we need not 
remind the American people that Abraham 
Lincoln, leaving his home in Springfield to 
assume the direction of the Government 
and the war, planted himself on the same 
platfonn when he requested bis neighhors 
to remember bim in their prayers to Al- 
mighty God. Yetin contempt of such a 
truth and such precedents, if the platforms 
on which we are asked tore-officer nnd place 
the-administration of the American Repub- 
tic for the next four years, contain either 
the name of God, or one idea of religion | 
or morality even, we have failed to dis- 
cover it, unlessn genera! allusion to honesty, 
such as thieves profess, or to temperance, 
which relies on secrecy, be moral principles. 
1 the platforms were made for French 
Atheists, they would not require the alter- 
ation of а singlo word! This gives us con- 
cerp, because we not only know in theory, 
hut see in fact, on the face and in the his- 
tory of this glohe, that liberty without God 
is Dut the liberty of cattle; and goverument 
based on false regions, priestcrafts, and 
superstition is absolute despotism. 

We, therefore, à portion of the American. 
people, believing with our fathers that we 
have our rights and liherties, not from men 
or parties, but from God; believing in 
Christian marriage, and notin Mormonism; 
helieving in tbe religious demoeracy of the 
New Testament, and not in the despotisms 
of Jesuitism, of priest-craft, or of tho 
lodge; believing, also, with our Scotch aud 
Englisb ancestors, that civil government, 
though ordained of God, ia “founded In 
nature, not in grace,” and, therefore, unre- 
generate men have equal civil rights with 
saints; while we abbor tbe ldea of enforc- 
ing religion, or controlling conscience by 
human laws and penalties, as calculuted to 
make bypocrites, not Cbristians, and savor- 
ing of the days of priestism, {һе fagot, and 
the stake, we, at the same time, as firmly 
believe that atheiam and priest-craft are 
twins, and both alike foes to human llherty 
and welfare. 

We further most firmly believe that a 
government witbout God has none hut 
Tynch power, and la destitute of all legiti- 
mate authority to maintain civil order, to 
swear в witness, to try a criminal, to hang 
a murderer, or to imprison a thief; and, 
while we consider government without God 
as mere usurpation, we regard all religions 
and worships invented by men, and во hay- 
ing no higher than human origin, аз mere 
swindling impositions and cheats, 

We, therefore, solemnly adopt and pre- 
sent the following, as containing a brief 
aynopsis of the principles of our Govern- 
ment, by which we intend to be governed 
in casting our votes: 

PLATFORM. 

We hold: 1. That ours is « Christian 
and nota heathen Government, and that 
this fact should be recognized in its organi 


law. 

2. That God requires, and man needs, а 
Sabbath. 5 ч 

8, That the prohibition of the importa: 
tlon and вше of intoxicatlug drinks as а 
beverage is the true polloy on the temper- 
ance question. * А 
4. That charters of Masonic lodges, 
granted by our Federal and Stato Legisla- 
turea must be withdrawn and their oaths 
suppressed; and 

5. That all secret lodges, orders, or clans 
affecting independence of our Govern- 
ment, and practically clalming that their 

rinciples and rules ara more sacred and 

finding than the laws of the land, are 
treasonable, daugerous and destructive of 
our libertles, Legislatures and Courts. 

We hold also to the following condensed 
collation and synopsis of tho varlons plat- 
forms now before the American people, 
vig:

Finney's Musonry has beeu sued, the 
following review, taken from the Morn- 
ing Star, organ of the F. W. Baptists, 
published at Dover, N. lI., and edited 
by Rev. Ого, T Day, D. D., may 
serve to emphasize its utterances, and 
we therefore give it to the readers of 
the Cynosure, and ask a careful pe- 
rasal.

Until this last thing is 
attempted and done, members of the 
Masonic fraternity need not wonder 
nor complain if the judgment aud con- 
sciences of a large partof the Christian 
public unite in a quiet, or even a vehe- 
ment, protest against it, A “man like 
Prof. Fiuney is above all suspicion of 
misstatement and unfairness for the 
sake of making outa case. He cer- 
tainly appears to write from an awple 
knowledge, and his points are made 
with so much force and sincerity that 
tbey deserve tbe fairest examination 
and а manly reply. The volume con- 
tains very little information beyond 
what has been afforded by other 
writers, but it is here arrayed and used 
inthe venerable author's own peculiar 
and pungeut style. The book will be 
rend. Will it be properly answered ?”

afadure. Presently, however, as the 
town began to fill, their smiles opened 
out into nn expression of surprise and 
astonishment; and finally with some 
settled down into an air of vexation 
and sullen anger; with others into a 
feeling of horror. One poor fellow, 
whose nerves were doubtless wenker 
than those of his hrethren, was over- 
heard to sey, “I wonder if these fel. 


lows are going to stay here till they eat 
us all.” 

The meetings were held in the town 
hall, and right under the lodge, or Mn- 
sonic church, ns Mr. B. very appro- 
priately styled it, Mnny said, “I! 
wonder Mr. Blanchard is not afraid to 
speak against Masonry!” A citizen 
remarked to me, * There is a great fenr 
of the Masons;" and I thought lis fice 


was white as he said it. What docs 
tbis provel That the open discussion 
of this sübject is felt to he dangerous, 
that the American right of freedom of 
speech will not he tolerated by Masons; 
that Masons are dangerous men, and 
will answer discussion and argument 
hy private injury and personal ven- 
geance. And the history of the order 
proves that arsons and assnssinations 
are its principal arguments. 

When Mr. В. descrihed, in the even- 
ing, the degrading and profane cere- 
monies, in which u mun is stripped, 
hhndfolded, haltered, etc., nnd so made 
a Mason, some of the * lewd fellows of 
the haser sort,” in connection with the 
order, significantly remarked (outside) 
that if they had bim ia tbe lodge they 
would show him enough for another 
lecture. Very probahly they would, 
hut in the nature of the case the scene 
could only be enacted once. In regurd 
to these ceremonies a minister, and a 
thinking man, said, © When I see the 
mummeries and fooleries which Masous 
enact in public, I am prepared to believe 
all that is said of their doings in se- 
cret.” 

‘There were many in the community, 
including some who were not Masous 
and some even of the female sex (во 
false to their own honor}, who felt 
very much like a eertain mau in the 
Gospel, who eried out. “Art thou 
come hither to torment us before 
the time.” "I know thee, who thou 
nrt, thou Holy One of God.” And 
when all was over they were very 
much in the temper of the Gadareues 
—ready to fall down and heseech him 
to depart out of their consta. 

A suggestion: Is it not as important 
to assail and destroy the devil's king- 
dom in our midst as on a foreign sail? 
And if so, is it not necessary that the 
“sinews of хаг" — men and means 
— should be furnished? The method 
of colleetions ia a poor one, and in a 
mixed assembly of Masons, Anti-masons 
and neutrals is odious. It is humiliat- 
ing to a public speaker to see the hat 
going round at the conclusion of his 
lecture. That will do for churches, 
where all nre supposed to he friends. 
Said a Mason laughingly, as I put the 
hat at him, “ This pays better than 
being п Mason.” Now instead of this, 
let men who have means nnd hearts, 
nnd who have not received ‘ the mark 
of the beast, neither hia image,” give 
“large money" that the enemies of 
the Lord may not steal him away while 
hie friends are sleeping. Masonry is 
already stealing millions (rom the peo- 
ple, and will yet give us a war which 
will waste hillions. The sooner the 
evil is met; the easier to overcome, and 
the less expensive. 

‘The following are some of the reso- 
lutions adopted at New Concord: 

Resolved, 1. That Freemasonry with 
its altars, priests, prayers, hymns, moral 
lessons and pretended illuminationa nnd 
regenerationa is a rival of the Church: of 
Jesus Christ; and hy its union of men of 
all religions in its religious rerviees, it 
in effect degrades Christianity to the 
fevel of Judaism, Mormonism, Islamism 
and heathenism, and is therefore an 
anti-Christ. 

2, That the regalia and titlea of 
Masonry are anti-republican, and its 
titles and ceremonies are profane and 
blasphemous, 

з. That its penalties are unlawful, 
cruel and diaholical, and contrary to the 
letter of the Conatitution, (See Amend- 
ment 8th.) 

4. That we demand of our legialators 
protection against the partiality and 
injustice of Masonic judges and juries, 
and nsk sueh legislation as will permit 
and direct inquiry into the nature of 
secret oaths which mny have heen taken 
by witnesses and juries. 

Б. That we call on good men who 
have heen inveigled into this and other 
similar associations, to come out from 
them, and lend their aid in exposing 


their corrupt principles and workings. | 


в, That we pledge ourselves to co 
operate with the friends of religion nnd 
Tiberty, in every lawful and practienhle 
way, to nrrest the progress and destroy 
the existence of every secret order in 
the land.

JHesolved, That the time has fully 
come for making the question of secret 
societies a political issue, and that 
henceforth: we will, whenever and where- 
ever practieable, vote with or organize 
parties huving anti-secret and anti-dram- 
shop platforms. 

Resolved, That we hereby request 
our fellow-citizens who have unfortu- 
nately become connected with the Ma- 
sonie fraternity to uhnndon it; hecnuse 
we believe its history is false, its cere- 
monies ridiculous, its charity the mean- 
est selfishness, its government a des- 
polism and its religion infidelity, 

Resolvetl, That these resolutiona be 
forwarded to the Christian Cynosure 
nnd Cambridge News for publication,

Mr. Blanchard then addressed the! 
meeting on the “Christianity of Free- 
mnsonry,” contrasting its religion, rites 
und ceremonies with the Christian re- 
ligion.

1f во, then to foster religion and mor- 
ality is among the first duties of gov- 
ernment. If this be so then some 
definite and acknowledged standard of re- 
ligion and morality becomes an absolute 
necessity. That standard is the higher 
law of righteousoess, nowhers clearly 
defined and authoritatively set forth 
but in the inspired book of the 
Christian law. That із the ultimate 
law of our nation, to which the 
Constitution itself is amenable, even as 
our atatute laws are amenable to the 
Constitution. When the Constitution 
lent its sanction to slavery, the Higher 
Law of Christianity interposed and 
annulled the aystem of partiality and 
robbery and swept it away, purging 
the Constitution itself of the iniquity, 
And thus it ia destined ever to do 
among the nations until they learn and 


consent or wage a miserably hopeless 
rebellion with a ehaugeless and eternal 
Gmnipotence, 

Witb such a basis for our Platform 
we are prepared to meet the living 
issues of the times as they rise. To

It is now twenty-seven years since I 
preaehed and printed my first sermon 
agaiost secret societies; and 1 have not 
done speaking yet. Twenty-six of 
those years I have passed here in 
Ilinois as a College President, and 
{ have never hesitated to oppose a 
wrong or to support n right. 

1 wish to help educate some more 
young men and women before I die. es-

Gn Saturday the 6 inst., the lodge 
was dediented with the usual sounding 
of trumpets, display of regalia and 
thunder of eloquence, Three Christ- | 
less prayers were offered, and two| 
sophistical and abusive addresses were 
made by the Rev. Messrs. МеШупг 
and Coyle, of the Methodiat Episcopal 
Church, | 

Gn the evening of the 11th inst., 
another meeting was held in the R. P. 
Church, and, hke the former one, was 
so large that mnoy were compelled to 
stand. Rey. A.H. Norcross, (Metho- 
dist) was chosen President, and Revs. 
Jus, Given and Alex. Young, D. D.. 
(0. P.'s) Vice-presidents. The Presi- 
dent declining to serve, the first Vice- 
president took the chnir. 

The first spraker was the Rev. Mr. 
Pugh, of the Methodist Church ol 
Springdale, who endeavored to review 
the address of Rev, ‘Timmons, nnd to 
nnswer tlie question put to him nt the 
previous meeiing—"Why are vou an 
Odd-fellow !” The review was very 
personal and discourteous, The an- 
swer to the questinn was, ''Because of 
the charity and benevolence of the 
order.” 

Mr. Charles A. Blanchard, of Illinois, 
having met a ftiend in the vicini 
and accompanied him to the meeting, 
was requested to addresa the meeting, 
which he did in a most amiable and| 
convincing manner. In reply to the 
assertion of the former speaker that | 
“no one who has not been behind the | 
eurtains can know Gdd-fellowshin," 
Mr. Blanchard stated there were three 
sources of information on the subject: 
Ist, What can be seen in their parades, 
funeral ceremonies, е; 2d, Their 
books, such ns Grosh's Manual, ёс, ; 
3rd, The revelations of seceding mem- 
bers. Put these together and we hnve 
ample knowledge of their nature and 
workings. Revs. Pugh and Riley 
stated that таву uniformly prayed in 
the name of Christ in the lodge. Mr. 
Blanchard did not deny that; it may 
be done where there nre no objectors, 
as Jews, But this does not prove that 
Christ is not rejected by the general 
principles of the order, any more 
than five Sabbath-hrenking Freemnsons 
would prove thot Freemasonry re- 
quires its members to hreak the Sab- 
bntb.
